Revival of Corporation Would Not Help, 
is View of Some Senators. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] | 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The section of the resolution propesing 
vival of the War Finance Corporation which directs the Federal Reserve 
Board to extend more liberal credits to farmers came in for attack today 
in the Senate. Senator Smoot, Republican, of Utah, said he would move to 


strike it out, as he did not believe it 


would accomplish what the farmers 


had mind. 
ator Smoot declared the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board could not do any 
more im the way of extending credits 
than it was doing without an amend- 
ment to the Federal Reserve Act. 
Senator Smith, Democrat, South 
Carolina, said that a preferential 
rate of interest on agricultural pa- 
per was desired. Authority for the 
board to give such a rate is con- 


taiped in the present law, Senator) 


Smith said. 

Senator Borah, Republican, of 
Idaho, charged that the Federal Re- 
serve system Was not operating as 
it was intended, and that it was un- 
der the “beneficent influence of in- 
international bankers.” The Idaho 
Senator told the Senate figures had 
been furnished him showing more 
than a billion dollars on deposit in 
the New York banks from country 
bankers, and he wanted to know 
why this was not out in the country 
banks. 

Senator Smoot repifed that this 
consisted of reserves which the 
banks had to matntain and that it 
probatly was placed in New York 
for business reasons, and because ai- 
so of the rate of interest on daily 
balances. 

Benator Smoot said that he want- 
ed to call the attention of the Sen- 
ate to the absurdity of the section 


relating to the reserve board. 

“I don’t Want the farmers to think 
it will place one dollar more to their!

LUCERNE, Dec. 11.—Official an- 
nouncement was made this after- 
moon that former King Constantine 
of Greece, whose return te the 
throne was called for by the recent 
plebiscite, would leave for Athens 
Tuesday next. 

Official notification of the result 
of the plebiscite in Greece and an 
invitation to return to the Greek 
throne immediately, were received 
by the former King this morning. 

The Greek government notified 
Constantine it will have a Greek 
cruiser and an escort of warships to 
receive him and his family at Venice 
on Wednesday. 

Prof. Georgion Streit, former For- 
eign Minister, and Constantine's 
chief adviser during his exile, who 
ie reputed to be pro-German, and 
Capt. Stefan Paparrigopoulous, com- 
mandant in the Greek navy, and 
Constantine's aide de camp, are pro- 
hibited from returning to Greece by 
the government. 


ATHENS, Dec. 11.—Colossal and 
costly preparations ave being made 
by committees appointed by the city 
authorities to welcome former King 
Constantine'on his arrival). 

Three giant triumphal arches, oné 
of them bearing the imperial crest, 
are being erected on the road lead- 
ing from Athens to the sea at Pha- 
leron.

northwards, as formerly. Conége- 
quently, Britain cannot be expected 
easily to abandon the idea formally 
adopted by Lioyd George last spring 
of making the utmost use of the 
Greek army in order to enforce and 
maintain new Asiatic settie- 
ment. 

PLAN OF LLOYD GEORGE. 

With such an end in view the 
first impulse of the British ministers 
was to try desperately to induce 
their French and Italian associates 
to accept Constantine in case a set 
of guarantees could be extracted 
from, him. About the first of De- 
cember, realizing that owing to the 
French feeling against Constantine 
the Paria ministry could not avoid, 
if he returned, break with Greece, 
which inevitably would mean par- 
leying with the Turks, Lioyd George 
decided to try to induce Constantine 
to abdicate, accepting the succession 
of the Crown Prince George, who, 
although a tool of the German sym- 
pathizers, could not be charged with 
having actually shared in his 
father’s anti-Italian intrigues. If 
such a settlement prevails the Brit- 
ish plan will have proved successful. 
Under the London agreement 
France will be uneble to seek re- 
form of the Turkish treaty depriving 
Greece of her territorial acquisi- 


tions. 
ANOTHER OBSTACLE. 


Moreover, there is another obsta- 
cle to that peaceful settlement with 
the Turkish Nationalista which con- 
sistently has been sought by France 
and Italy, namely the principle 
loudly proclaimed by the British 
that were an amendment of the 
Turkigh treaty to be made territo- 
ries taken from the Greeks could 
not be given to the Turks but must 
be placed under an _ international! 
regime on the theory that nothing 
which has been taken from the 
Turk must be returned to him. This 
would leave no room for any«sort

But it is clear that none of them 
can face the prospect of increasing 
its present military financial burden. 
Thus it seems certain that Fast- 
ern events will shape their course 
without being materially affected by

Speaking here last night. William

Andrew Bonar 
Law, the government leader, in an 
address at Edinburgh, Scotland, said 
there was hope ef a settlement in 
lreland. 

DEBATE TUESDAY. 
Debate on the government's Irish 
policy is expected to be opened in 
Commons by Liberal leaders next 
Tuesday. Announcement of mar- 
tial law was followed by intimations 
that debate was not desired, but it 
appears probable the lower , house 
of Parliament may be called upon 
to decide whether the Cabinet'e 
plans regarding Ireland are to be 
carried into execution without the 
acquiescence of the legislative 
branch of the government. This 
question. should it come to a vote, 
would test the stability of the Lioyd 
George Cabinet. 

Although the declaration of mar- 
tial law been decided, the door 
to negotiations between the govern- 
ment and the Sinn Fein te not con- 
sidered closed. Comment in this 
morning's newspapers was, for the 
moet part. restrained. and. with the 
exeention of one journal, the govern- 
ment’s proposals were nowhere 
wholiv cond@mned.

PEKING, Dec. 11.—A minimum of 
15,000,000 people will die of starva- 
tion in China this winter. Efforts of 
relief committees, missionaries, the 
American Red Cross and govern- 
ment projects can save but 600,000. 

This concern was reached today 
at a session at Peking of representa- 
tives of all the relief societies where- 
at the blame for this condition was 
placed squarely on the shoulders of 
the present tottering government. 
Even if Gen. Chang Tsolin succeeds 
in the approaching election as seems 
likely it means the increased power 
of the military and lessens ,the 
chances of the present government 
to extend relief. The rival republic 


bet ¥ in the south by Sun Yat Sen 
and Wu Ting Fang only complicates 
the situation. 

Parliament has been dissolved and . 
new elections ordered as the entire 
official mind is fixed on politics and 


in the talk stage while the need for 
geod is immediate. 

The assistant director of the gov 
ernment railways says it has been de 
cided to appropriate funds for the 
immediate construction of a sixty 
aeven-mile railroad on condition that 
the work be done by famine suf 
ferers in the locality through which 
the rallroad passes. The men do- 
ing the work would be fed and thy 
remainder of their wages would 
paid in cash to their families. 

Foreigners hope no time will be 
lost in getting this project under 
way.

Famine and Pestilence Now 
Imperial Children. 


Many Organizations Join in 
Calamity Insurance. 


Seuthern California's task of rais- 
ing its quota of the $33,000,000 fund 
needed to save the 3,500,000 chil- 
dren who are starving in Tastern 
and Central Burope as the result of 
the devastation wrought by the 
World War was officially begun yes- 
terday by establishing headquarters 
in the Herman W. Hellman Building 
under the general direction of Marco 
H. Hellman, assisted by Elmer A. 
Green, executive secre . 

The territory under the direction 
of the Leos Angeles headquarters tb 
California south of the Tehachepi, 
and organization of the smaller 
cities and suburban communities 
wil) be completed immediately. The 
campaign will continue until Janu- 
ary 1. The local committee will 
function under the direction of the 
national organization which is 
headed by Herbert Hoover. 

The permanent charitabée and re- 
lief organizations taking part in this 
campaign are the American Relief 
Administration, the American Red 
Cross, the American Friends Service 
Committee, the Jewish Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee, the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, the Knights of Columbus, 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion and the Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association. The treasurer for 
this division is Harry D. Vandeveer. 

Hérbert Hoover in a statement ts- 
sued in New York yesterday said: 
“Three and one-half million chil- 
dren in Bastern and Centra! Europe 
have no alternative to disaster be- 
tween new and next harvest except 
American aid. For months, because 
the needy were so numerous and the 
available funds so limited, these most 
helpless sufferers in the track of 
war have been admitted to Ameri- 
can feeding stations only if tragica)- 
ly undernourished, and re- 
celved American medical aid only 
if desperately threatened by death 
from disease. 

“Famine, with ite terrible train 
of diseases, will be a certain visitor 
until next harvest. Inevitably the 
helpless children will suffer moat. 
No child can grow to health and 
sanity on the pitiful makeshifts for 
food with which millions of Euro- 
pean adults must Gontent them- 
selves this winter. 

“The response of America must 
now decide ».whether 3.500.000 of 
these charges. in acute  distrem, 
shall begin to be turned away in 
January from more than 17,006 
asylums, hospitais, clinics and feed. 
ing stations dependent on American 
support. There would be no traged, 
in history sweeping or so 4de- 
structive of those who can deserve 
no evil. 

“This ie an issue without politics 
and without religious tines. There 
can be no danger of pauperization, 
for the $23,000,000 for child fvod. 
and the 816,000.000 fer medical 
service that we seek, will relieve 
only the critical cases. The medica! 
supplies. of course, must be an un- 
qualified gift. but for every Amer't- 
can dollar used in ehild-feeding, the 
gcovernments and communities aided 
furnish $2 m the form of tranepor- 


tation, rent. labor, clerical help.

HE OPEN SHOP AND FATUNESS. 

America bas fought three great ware. 
The revolution established political free- 
dom; the Civil War established personal 
freedom; and higtory is very likely to re- 
cord thet the part we took in the World 
War resulted in establishing industrial 
freedom. Economists are beginning to 
note that the most pronounced movement 
is American business and industry since the 
Close of the war ig the national trend: to- 
wards the open shop. Reports from nearly 
every section of the country are to the ef- 
fect that the labor unions are losing their 
control in the milis, shops and factories 
where large numbers of workmen are em- 
pleyed. The union lock on the doors of 
the closed shop has been broken. Public 
sentiment has set its face resolutely against 


the dictation of the walking delegates. The © 


right of every man to seek employment 
where he desires is proving stronger than 
the organized forces of the American Fed. 
eration of Labor. The eternal verity that 
right most ultimately prevail is receiving 
new exemplification. 

When Lincoln urged the American people 
to hold fast te the faith that right would 
make might he was enunciatitig the princi- 
ple on which the open-shop movement has 
been based. It is one that benefits the em- 
plovees more than the employers; for it 
is often easier for the employer to 
accept the dictation ‘of the labor-union 
Desses and employ only those paying 
tribute to the walking delegates than to 
keep. the doors of the shop or factory open 
to every honest workman comes seek. 
ing remuperative employment. Yet the em- 
ployers have been left for thirty years to 
bear the brunt of the fighting. Those who 
sought to keep the fires of Industria) free 
dom burning on the altar of human liberty 
have been stoned, even as the martyrs of 
the cause of Buman liberty have been as- 
safled through the ages by the variets of 
despctism. 

Perhaps the greatest benefit accruing to 
this country from the sacrifices of the 
World War ft that tt bas set the averace 
citizen to thinking about the constitution 
of the wociety in which the lives. Those 
sacrifices served to clear away a vast fog 


of misrepresentation and hypocrisy and re. 


veal, like the stars in the firmament, the 
fundamental! institutions of personal, polit- 
ical and industria! liberty. It was not un. 
ti! the railroad brotherhoods, the miners’ 
union, the metal workers’ union and the 
policemen’'s union of Boston had threatened 
to paralyze industrial life of the country 
that the American people as a whole awoke 
to the menace, not only to American inst!- 
tutions, but to the very Itves of our women 
and children, by that organized minority 
known as the American Federation of La- 
bor. Once the issue was raised, héwever, 
it has been met without flinching. 

Politically and industrially this minority 
of not more then 10 per cent of the work- 
ers of the country threatened the independ- 
ence of the unorganized 99 per cent of the 
American people, So arrogant did its lead. 
ers become that they actually deluded the 
heads of the Democratic party into believ- 
ing that they held the balance of power 
in the nation. Calvin Coolidge, now Vice- 
President-elect, was one of the first to ex- 
pose the weakness of the American Federa- 
tion. 

Following the Republican landslide in 
Povember city after city is swinging Into 
line tn the open-shop movement. The grip 
of the American Federation of Labor has 


_ been broken. The hollowness of the threats 


of Gompers et al, is plainly discernible. The 
failing influence of that organization is so 
apparent that it can no longer be con- 
cealed. ‘ 

So pronounced has been the progress of 
the open-shop movement that The Times 
feels constrained to sound a warning alike 
to employers and to the public that it must 
not be carridi too far. The campaign to 
keep employment open to all honest work- 
men is grounded upon fusticg. It has been 
waged against a fallacious principle, not 
against men, and personal reprisals must 
not be tolerated. 

It is not for the friends of industrial free- 
dom to take any unfair advantage of the 
members of the labor unions. Most of 
them have been honest but deluded work- 
men who have associated thomselves to- 
gether. There must be no a*rogatice on 
the part of the openshop champions, no 
attempt at crushing, no despotism, no un- 
fairness. None of this talk about grinding 
the faces of unfon men! No conspiracy to 
make them suffer! No silly boastful blus- 
ter about “what we will do to them!” No 
imitation of unionite methods! Nothing 
but fairness and decency! 

Employers and the public alike must 
show themselves tolerant toward the mem- 
bers of the minority that has failed in its 
effort to dominate American industry. To 
attempt reprisals would be to adopt the 
policy of the Bolsheviki. Justice abhors in- 
tolerance; it deprecates mean reprisals: it 
demands fair play alike for victor and van- 
quished. 

From its inception the labor-unjion move- 
ment in this country has been a class move- 
ment. The principle on which it was found- 
ed was doubly defective: for it established 
class distinctions and denied equal rights 
to all citizens. The only wonder is that so 
fallacious a policy should have endured so 
long 


Warned by the mistakes of the American 
Federation of Labor, the leaders jim the 
movement for industrial freedom must 
avoid similar fallacies. If the collapse of 
the labor-union movement was to be the 
signal for reducing wages to a point where 
an employer could make unfair profits at the 
expense of those in his employ the unions 
would quickly regain their former power. 
It would be both dishonest on the part of 
the employers and @ poor business policy. 
Co-operation between employer, employee 
and the public is necessary to produce the 
best results in the industrial life of the 
American people. The barriers between 
those who work with their hands and those 
who work with their brains must be cleared 
away. If industrial freedom is itself to be 
more than a phrase there must be no class 
bigotry, no clase hatred, no class action. 

Every citizen must remember that Amer- 
fean institutions are founded on character, 
and that character is neither a class dis- 
tinction nor @ purchasable commodity. If 
injustice is permitted to have a part tn the 
open-shop movement ft will fall ag surely 
as did the closed-schop campaign of the 
American Federation of Labor.

The Last Straw. 


N? MORE OBSTRUCTIONS. 
Obvstructionists seeking to block the 
union-termina! project in Los Angeles have 
registered another failure. The Southern 
Pacific and its allied interests have been 
resting their case against the union-ter- 
mina] plan on the contention that the State 
Railroad Commission was without author- 
ity to force the rallroadg to join In the con- 
struction of the union termina! at the Plaza 
because the Esch-Cummins bill conferred 
authority over terminals on the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The Southern Pa- 
cific has already made plain that it will do 
nothing in the way of establishing such a 
terminal of its own accord. ff is fighting 
the project, politically and legally; but ft 
has thus far been driven from every line 
of defense. 

When the City Counct) passed a resolu- 
tion last month expressing full confidence 
in the course pursued by the Rae#road Com- 
mission and indorsing the union-terminal 
Plan for Los Angeles the attorneys of the 
Southern Pacific raised anew the argument 


that the State Railroad Commission was — 


without authority to compel the raflroads 
to act. Perhaps they were sincere: for a 
test case was arranged between the South- 
ern Pacific and the Santa Fe to clear up 
the question of conflicting jurisdiction. 
When the railroads were taken over by the 
government three years ago an order was 
issued that the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fe should make joint use of the Oak- 
land Mole in San Francisco Bay. Recently 
the Southern Pacific issued an- order to 
the Santa Fe to vacate. The State Rail- 
road Commission intervened and instructed 
the Southern Pacific to reseidd its ordér. 
The Southern Pacific declined to recognize 
this mandate, claiming that Jurisdiction 
rested with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The Ratflroad Commission applied 
to the State courts for an injunction re 
straining the Southern Pacifie from inter- 
fering with the use of the pier by the San- 
ta Fe. 

This prepared the way for the test of the 
jurisdiction of the State Railroad Commis- 
sion which the Southern Pacific sought. 
Its attorneys argued that the Railroad Com- 
mission was interfering in something that 
wag not its concern. But the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was informed of 
action taken by the Southern Pacific and 
it adopted a resolution last Thursday dele- 
gating any authority it might possess wun- 
der the Esch-Cummins Act in relation to 


Oakland terminals to the State Railroad 
Commission of California. It also issued 
orders to the Southern ifie and Santa 


Fe companies to obey the orders of the 
State Railroad Commission. 

Thus ended the test case which was 
brought for the purpose of starting a con 
troversy between the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the State Railroad Com- 
mission of California. Its bearing on the 
Pieza terminal is of supreme importance; 
for it establishes the precedent that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission will not 
interfere in a termina] dispute where a 
State railroad commission exists with pow- 
ers to act. The delegation of power made 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission fs 
fully provided for in the Eech-Cummins 
Act. 

What becomes now of the argument that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission will 
interfere and prevent the city wf Los An- 
geles from securing a union terminal at 
the Plaza and making it possible for other 
transcontinental lines to secure terminal 
facilities here at a moderate expense’? The 
Interstate Commerce Commission recog- 
nizes that the section giving i authority 
over terminals was placed ip the Usch- 
Cummins bill for the express purpose of 
enabling cities to secure union terminals. 
The selfish position of the Southern Pacific 
Company is well known. It continually 
places its personal interest before the pub- 
lie interest and fights competition with 
weapons which, in its own interest, it 
would be wiser to discard. 

There are only a few States in which 
authority over terminals is conferred by 
the Constitution on a State railroad com- 
mission. Oalifornia is one of these, and 
the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
adopted the policy of delegating its author. 
ity the State commsisions that possess 
such ‘ It will act only in 


the States where no loca! authority 
exists. 

Thig voluntary action dn the part 
of nilterstate Commerce Com- 
mission removes the last possible 
legal barrier to eliminating grade 
cressings and constructing the Plaza 
terminal in Los Angeles. The Rail- 
road Commission can issue the nec- 
essary orders with full confidence 
that it will not come intd conflict 
with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The tlreat of the South- 
ern Pacific attorneys to keep the 
project blocked for twenty years by 
¢gourt action fades into thin air. 

It must be clear to all unpreju- 
diced citizens that the time for cavil 
about removing deadly grade cross- 


| ings and establishing a union ter 


minal has passed. The monthly 
record of accidents in Los Angeles 
is appalling. It is not likely to be 
materially reduced until gradecross- 
ings are removed and the steam and 
interurban railway lines enter their 
station through subway approaches. 
We have had enough obstruction, 
enough conversation, enough ap- 
Peals to the courts, the time is now 
at hand for"the State Railroad Com- 
mission to issue the necessary or- 
ders to get the wasps off the streets.

TREES FURNISH NEARLY ALL 
NECESSARIES OF LIFE IN 
THE TROPICS. 


For the coco-palms. are found 
more uses than perhaps any other 
tree in the world, says the American 
Forestry Association. This tree 
beoms like a gun when biooming 
and provides the applejack of the 
tropics for the natives as well as its 
own burglar alarm to keep thievcs 
(away from its fruit. It is said by 
the people whom it furnishes with 
nearly all the necessaries Of life that 
it has as many uses as there are days 
in the year; but that seems to be an 
underestimate, for surely 365 neces- 
sities would never meet the demand 
of a modern, up-to-date man or 
woman of the temperate sone. 

The coco-palm is a magnificent 
tree, often reaching a height of 100 
feet and crowned with eee 
ing fronds often twenty Yeet in 
length. The frond copsists of a 
strong mid-ridb which t Inates in 
}long siender leaflets, giving the en- 
} tire frond the appé@arance of a gi- 
gantic feather. Among the massive 
leaves growing from the main stem 
is the fruit, usually in clusters of 
from ten to twenty nuts, from eight 
to twelve inches in length and from 
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six to eight inches in diameter.

The sap is boiled down into an exce!l- 
lent sugar; it is fermented into ar- 
rack, the applejack of the tropics, 
The flower bursts out in branching 
spikes five and six feet in length. | 
The flower stalk when dried is used 
for torches; e leaf stalk for fene- 
ing, the leaves for thatch, for um- 
brellas, for tableware. 

The nut when green is food and 
drink; when ripe, its husk yields 
the coir fiber from which mats, 
ropes, cordage, brushes and woven 
coir matting are made. The inner 
hard shell is made into cups, dippers 
and other vessels; the kernel i the 
copra of commerce used in making 
confections. From it the valuable 
commercial product called coconut 
oll is pressed, and from the oi! can- 
dies, butter and soap are made. An 
average yield of a tree is sixty nuts. 
A thousand nuts will produce 500 
pounds of copra or twenty-five gal- 
lons of ofl. The climate of Ceylon is 
well adapted to all kinds of palms 
and embraced in her many planta- 
tions there are said to be over 30,- 
000,000 trees. 

The Wealth of the Ceylonese is 
usually estimated by the pumber of 


coconut trees they own. Naetive 
boats from the Maldise Islands 
sometimes arrive in built, 


rigged, previsioned and laden with 
the produce of the coeo-paims. A 
shipwrecked crew was cast upon the 
South Sea Islands, where the party 
remained for several months, living 
solely on ceconuts and a little 
brotled fish: when they returned 
they had al) increased in weight. 

The by-product is oll-cake, which 
is of great value. The trunks of the 
trees are used for innumerable pur- 
poses besides house building and 
furniture, and the wood in Europe is 
called porcupine wood, because of 
the vascular growth, resembling the 
quills of that animal. 

Mature coconuts fall from the trees; 
but planters cannot always wait for 
them to fall, and there is no pole or 


ladder to feach 100 feet; climbing is 
the only way, and coco-tree climbing 
is @ trade in coconut countries. Pre- 
fessional tree-climbers have the 
speed and agility of monkeys. To 
facilitate the operation, they place a 
strong loop of coir repe around the 
feet, near the ankles: this enables 
them to grip the tree securely and 
ascend the highest trees with amas- 
ing alacrity. The climbers are also 
tree tappers, that is, tapping the co- 
conut bud for the sap from which 
arrack is made. 

Coconuts being the native wealth, 
coconut thieves are not uncommon, 
The owners of plantations! have a 
unique system of thief alarm; dry 
fronds are bound to the tree from 
the ground upward for about twen- 
ty feet; and it is impossible for the 
thief to remove or climb over these 
without making a great noise, which 
arouses the watchman, who is never 
far away.

Zamora’s Surrender Marks the Finish of 
Organized Banditry in South. 


With the arrest on November 1 
and subsequent + “colonization” of 
Pedro Zamora, the last of the Mexi- 
can bandits, travel in the southern 
republic is now as safe as in any 
part of the United States, J. A. Al- 
tamirano of Los Angeles declares. 
He returned from a tour of Central 
and Eastern Mexico ten days ago,

Seen at his home, 1453 Albany 
street, Mr. Altamirano declared that 


Mexico is no longer a turbulent 


eountry. He said the people are 
tired of revolutions and banditry 
and they are now anxious to go to 
work, to reclaim their wasted lands 
and improve their conditions in life. 

Gen. Obregon is well able to 
handle the country, Mr. Altamirano 
believes. He says Mexico is quieter 
now than it has been for years. He 
said he Visited a number of the large 
cities during hia recent trip and 
everywhere there was the greatest 
optimism. The change during the 


past year has been little less than 
miraculous. , 
FARMERS BUSY AGAIN. 

He was in Mexico about a year 
ago, he said, and since that time 
the country seems to have taken 
on new life. He said the farmers 
were working industriously, and 
they had a bumper wheat and corn 
crop this last season, and are now 
more than ever anxious to farm their 
lands. 

There is plenty of money in Mex- 
joo City at this time, most of it 
gold, and the workingmen of the 
country seem anxious to buy them- 
selves clothes and things for their 
homes. There is a wonderful future 
for American-made goods in Mex- 
ico, Mr. Altamirano says, and al- 
ready, the merchants, no longer 
fearing bandit raids, are willing and 
anxious to stock up. He said mer- 
chants throughout the Southwest re- 


port that the credit of the dealers 
in Mexico is better now than it has 
ever been since the overthrow of the 
Diaz regime, and larger shipments 
are being made at this time than for 
a number of years.

KILLED 352 SEA LIONS. . 


Oregon Hunter Oollects $880 in 
Bounties From the State. 
Wiliam M. Hunter, known in As- 
toria, Or., as “king” of sea-lion hunt- 
ers, recently collected $880 bounty 


tfrom the State for sea-lion 


pcaips, paid at the rate of $2.50 each. 
Bounty is paid on the sea lions be- 
cause they are considered the Pacific 
Coast salmon's worst enemy. They 
gather off the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River to prey on fish bound up- 
stream. 

Sea-lion hunting is dangerous, 
Hunter says, and he tells of narrow 
escapes from angry bulls. Seals, he 


passerts, are not as awkward as they 


appear, but can travel fast. Re- 
cently one chased him over the rocks, 
but‘was killed by Hunter's compan- 
ion before it reached him. 

Hunter works from a small launch 
while at sea. Much of his hunting 
is done on rocky beaches where 
seals congregate. He learried his 
trade—as he terms it—as a moun- 
taineer hunting bear ard deer in the 
Cascade Mountains. 

In addition to the government 
bounty, Hunter is paid by salmon 
cannery men for destroying seals. ' 
Estimated on the 1919 pack the rate; 
of the cannery bounty would be 
about $2000 for every 1000 sea lions 
killed. 

Sea lions destroy the fish by snap- 
ping off their heads, it is said. During 
the salmon-running seasons in the 
spring tons of the fish are victims of 
the sea-lion herds. 

Sking of the sea lions are used ex- 
tensively in glove manufacturing. Oils 
and fats also are products.—({ Phila- 
delphia Record. 


PERSIA’S LITTLE RAILWAY. 
Perhaps I should not say that 
Persia is entirely without railroads. 
There is a short line running down 
from the Caucagys into Tabriz, built, 
of course, for the benefit of the Rus- 
sian trade. But it is not running. 
There is a little six-mile stretch run- 
ning from Teheran to the buried city 
of Ral, which some enterprising 
Persian built and then became bank- 
rupt. 

It was attempted to sell this line 
to a Persian grandee who went for 
an experimental ride upon ft. As 
the route to Ral ie downhill the train 
Wag allowed to run by its own mo- 
mentum. Coming back it traveled 
by steam. The grandee observed the 
journey attentively. 

“How did we run down?” he in- 
quired. 

“Force of gravity,” he was told. 
“We went down In eighteen min- 


utes,” observed the grandee. “It tuok 
us thirty-five to steam back. If the 
train rung more quickly without 
steam than with it, I should be very 
foolish to buy it.“—-[Maude Radford 
Warren, in Saturday Evening Post.

The same principle, according to 
the feminists, has come down to us 
in other bits of gallantry, which in 
their true meaning proclaim woman's 
inferiority. This is true of a man 
walking on the outside of the pave- 
ment to guard &@ woman companion 
against any danger from the street, 
end also of a man rising to give 4 
woman 4a seat in a street car. 

The first ie obviously an act of 
protection, based on the idea of 
Woman's fragility. Regarding street 
car conduct there is some cun- 
troversy. The aedvance guard of 
feminism finds that when a men 
rises in a public place to resign his 
Seat to a woman he is making «4 
Special concession to her sex, espe- 
cially her fraility. If the woman ‘ts 
able-bodied, the insinuation is not 
exactly a compliment. fore, 
they say, the pantomime of ex- 
changing positions on a street car 
can be eliminated and social intcr- 
tercourse will be one step nearer an 
honest, sensible basis. 

COMMON POLITENESS. 


Most of the women, however, 
even those who prefer not to ac- 
cept favors from men when offered 
on a basis of special cons:deration 
for their sex, agree that very often 
& man is to be applauded for giving 
up his seat to someone else. Com- 
mon politeness—not offensive chiv- 
alry—demands that an old person 
of either sex, a woman with a baby, 
a cripple, or a sick person, should 
be seated in a street car or wait- 
ing-room., Some concede that a 
man can even surrender his seat to 
a tired-looking woman of any a£ge 
without implying that she is a mere 
doll to be handled with care.

Ancient ideas of woman's place 
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comes to many social formal 

In some places it is still heid the 
correct thing for a man to precede 
woman up and descend 
efter her. The origin of this is ob- 
scure, but we have been told that 
tt could probably be traced :o the 
time when women wore hoop skirts. 
This fashion, combined with the 
polite idea of the time that a wom- 
an had no legs, would make it prop- 
er for a man to conduct aAimeeif so 
that the illusion might remain un- 
shattered. If he frat 
and stood awaiting his fair com- 
panion below, either the styles in 
clothing or in decorum would have 
had to change. Nowadays, when 
women's skirts are knee length and 
street-car steps two feet high, the 
precaution of a man preceding «a 
woman up a flight of steps is ob- 
viously out of date Recently con- 
Vention has oc somewhat to 
allow the man to follow the woman 
both up and down stairs. 

Another threadbare convention’ fs 
for the women at a dinner party to 
adjourn to the parlora, leaving the 
men to smoke and talk in the din- 
ing-room. This procedure started 
at medieval banquets when every- 
body, men and women alike, 
crammed to the neck on as many 
kinds of food as the host could pile 
on an overladen board. After din- 
ner the damsels retired and their 
lords proceeded to drink themselves 
to sleep under the table. This din- 
ner party etiquette, which was still 
tustified until recently by the fact 
that women were supposed to ob- 
fect to cigar smoke, is now a mere 
hollow form. Certainly few mod- 
ern women object to the scent of 


tobacco smoke, and many feel 
slighted if mot invited to help 
make it, 


SOME INDIVIDUAL VIEWS. 

The women do not intend to keep 
their theories in thé conversation 
stage. There is talk here pro and 
con of # public declaration to set- 
tle these matters of what is desir~- 
able in the way of courtesy from 
men. It is In this connection that 
the Woman's party is considering a 
bill of rights to be drafted by the 
national convention of women vot- 
ers when it te at the capital next 
February. is would certainly 
simplify the situation for perp!cxed 
man. Before such a decilare’ion 
could be ‘made, however, there 
would have to be a consensus of 
opinion obtained. So far, there has 
been no organized attempt to find 
out where women voters stand on 
the question, though there is no 
doubt every woman has her own 
definite ideas on the subject. 

We give here three sample opin- 
fons by women who are representa- 
tive, and we predict that the con- 
vention will have some trouble in 
reconciling the different factions 
which will rise to show that lifting 
a hat is an act of scorn or a gesture 
of reverence. 

Margaret Hatfield. who is a 
strong believer in woman's equality 
with man and who retains her 
maiden name, though married. ex- 
pressed the following view: 

“There always has been, and I 
suppose always will be, the chivalry 
which is foended on women being 
the mothers of the race. Man's 
willingness to carry the heavier 
physical burden is founded on this 
factua! basis. But the chivalry which 
divides women into two classes, 
the protected and the unprotected 
women, is intolerable, and the 
quicker it is done away with, the 
quicker we will approach real civi- 
lization.” 

Margaret Hatfield found out that 
hat tipping and other ceremonies 
vere only skin deep in our civiliza- 
tion, when she left a sheltered exist- 
ence to experience the sensations of 
a bread winner in a strange city. 
In nine weeks of the experiment she 
held haif a dozen jobs, all miser- 
ably paid, and she learned that the 
unprotected girl doesn’t get much 
in the way of disinterested gallantry 
from men. Ghe advocates that «a 
man should do away with the out- 
worn, bothersome, formalities to- 
ward the women he regards as 
worthy of his protection. In their 
place she would have him adopt 
toward all women the same attitude 
of sensible courtesy that uses in 
dealing with men. 

CONSERVATIVE VIEWPOINT. 


Mabe! Boardman, the first woman 
commissioner of the District of Co- 
lumbia, is opposed to the antichiv- 
alry crusade. “To discard the cour- 
tesies bestowed upon women would 
mean a loss and not a gain,” she 
told an audience a few days ago. 
“Chivairy adds to life's values. To 
dispose with amenities, which have 
become a habit and are in no sense 
a burden, would be @ great mis- 
take.” 

Still another attitude is taken by 
Anita Pollitzer, legislative secretary 
of the Woman's party. who said 


thoughtfully, when questioned: 


“Whether the ancient customs of 
courtesy from men to women con- 
inue to be followed is a matter, it 
eems to me, of the completest in- 
fference to women. All courtesies 
sflect credit upon the person who 
iers them and not upon the person 
» whom they are offered. The lift- 
i of @ hat ie a graceful act be- 
oming to almost any man, and if 
« is omitted the man alone loses.” 
As tor the men, they seem to 
hesitate to express their sentiments 
freely. Most of them tip their hats 
on the streets, and remove them 
in elevators, because they think the 
women expect it. Some privately 
object to the custom on the ground 
that it is responsible for uncounted 
colds and cases of pneumonia. 
Back in 1664 Samuel Pepys wrote 
into his diary’ “Home to bed, hav- 
ing got a strange cold in my head 
by flinging off my hat at dinner and 
sitting with the wind in my neck.” 
And ever since men have grumbled 
more or less about exposure to 
drafts in the cause of chivalry. 
if Margeret Hatfield and other 
progressives are right, men wil] soon 
be freed of hat reising respons!bill- 
ties. These women hold that the

BIG MARKET. 


“An important step toward making 
Los Angeles one of the ten spot cot- 
ton markets of the world has been 
taken in the introduction by Con- 
gressman Osborne and Senator Ash- 
urst into Congress of an amendment 
to the Lever law which permits the 
dealing in long staple cotton, ac- 
cording to T. W. McDevitt, president 
of the Pacific Cotton Exchange. 


This bill was prepared under the 
direction of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury and the Bureau of Markets. 
The probability is strong, states Mr. 
McDevitt, that the bill will be fa- 
vorably acted upon in Congress, and 
if the measure is passed, Los An- 
gelea, which is the center of a large 
area devoted to the production of 
the long staple cotton, will take a 
leading place as a totton market. . 
The Pacific Cotton Exchange also 
plans to have laws passed in Cali- 
fornia and Arizona which will safe- 
guard the interests of the growers 
ef both Stater. Such measures as 
the establishment of a ‘minimum 


laws which will make cotton as high 
class a security as it is now in the 
Southern States are to be framed 
and presented to the  Ilegisiative 
bodies of both States. Other mea- 


try will be taken by the Pacific Cot- 
ton Exchange. 
IMMEDIATE AIMS. 


Among the immediate aims of 
the organization, according to Mr. 
McDevitt, will be that of placing the 
industry on such a firm foundation 
that when & man plants a crop of 
cotton in the spring he can, if he 
wishes, sell it for delivery the fol- 
lowing season at a specified price. 
Thus the grower who is producing 
a certain number of pounds of cot- 
ton per acre at a certain cost per 
pound will know in advance that he 
cain sell it at a profit. At the pres- 
ent time if the grower wishes to sell 
his crop he must deal in New Or- 
leans or New York.

dent-elect Warren G, Harding tele- 
graphed the Michigan Good Roads 
Association when the recent election 
campaign was at iis height. 

“The roads we build in America,” 
said the President-elect, “must 
built first for use in the distribution 
of products, rather than merely for 
pleasure riding. 

“We must foster the use of motor 
trucks. We must build urban term- 
inalg for truck services to make new 
ties between communities and be- 
tween city consumption and country 
production. I believe that the Fed- 
eral and State governments must 
not only put their shoulders to the 
whee] to create good roads, but that 
they must insist upon the main- 
tenance of roads in good condition. 
A good road gone wrong is almost 
worse than no road.” 

Ernest Farr, chief of the Fire- 
stone Ship-by-Truck Bureau, says 
he expects to see the new admig- 
istration at Washington create a Fed- 
eral Highways Commission under the 
proposed Townsend bill for the es- 
tablishment, construction and main- 
tenance of a Federal aystem of high- 
ways. 

Such a commission, ft is believed, 
aside from its other manifold duties, 
would be careful to see to it that 
none of President Harding's good 
roads “go wrong.” Only 12 per cent 
of the highways of the country are 
hard surfaced.

THE BASIC PRACTICE OF INCUBATION.

INCE the period when the Gay-old chick 


business became established the op- 
eration of the smaller iacubators has 


been on the decline; where breeders do 
their own hatching the 250 and 500-egg size 
have become popular, while with the con- 
mercial hatcheries only the large ma- 
chines afte used. Still there is more or less 
artificial incubation and brooding practiced 


by particular people handling high-grade 
breeding stock; it is also true that a num- 
ber of incubators find sale to people who 
are comparatively sew to the business. 
In California batching usually \commences 
in Jannary and continues to April—beyond 
these months the machines are operated 
more or less the year round, but the bulk 
hatching of chicks occurs during the 
months mentioned. All of whict makes in- 
cubation and brooding a timely discussion. 
* There are two kinds of incubators, vis, 
those heated by hot water and those em- 
ploying bot air. The different makes of 
countiess manufarturers use either the one 
system or the other. . Both render excellent 


’ service when properly built and intelligent- 


ly operated. When buying a machine it is 
usually qa safe proposition to religiously 
follow the directions and instructions of 
the maker, for s0re it ie that naturally he 
will Sbeerve all imovements that stand for 
suceess., In giving it position select a room 
where the temperature will vary but little, 
and ts free from draughts and the direct 
rays of the sun during the day. it must 
stand absolutely level, or the beat will not 
be evenly distributed. These precautions 
being fully observed, heat up the machine 
and run it for a day or two to insure an 
even degree of heat, and to be sure its op- 
eration ta perfect. Test the thermometer, 
eo that its work will be absolutely. correct. 
These points having proved satisfactory,

No machine re out” big hatehes of 
vigorous chicks k germs. Discard 
all exes with rough or thin shells, and 
those wanting in proper consistency, which 
ean be determined by candling. Strains 
from which the eggs were produced are well 
worth looking after. from a strong 
vigorous parentage are to be pre- 
ferred. 

These are all vital things to observe. 
Usually their observation and control are 
amply provided for in the directions for 
operation furnished by the manufacturers 
of each make of machine. Freshly warmed 


. air is deemed an essential, though there 


are those who refuse to give it dominant 
rank. The temperature for the first week 
should stand at 102 degrees, the second and 
third 103, when the center of the thermom- 
eter bulb is on a level with the top of the 
eges. After, say, thirty-six hours, the eses 
should be turned at least twice a day— 
morning and evening, up to the nineteenth, 
when they should be left undisturbed until 
the hatch ts off. 


The purpose of cooling egas is to air 
them and thus strengthen the g@mbryo. 
The operation consists in removing the 


trays from the ege chamber and placing 
them on a level surface the lengeth of time 
to be governed by the surrounding 'temper- 
ature and the age of thé embryo. Cool 
from the. seventh to the nineteenth day. 
Moisture is a matter on which many do not 
agree. Generally speaking tt need not 
trouble during the rainy months, but dur- 
ing the hot early summer it may be expedi- 
ent to supply tt. It is really a fine point 
and one which in,its solution rests largely 
on the judgment and perceptive powers of 
the operator. Pegs should be “tested out” 
at least twice, say on the fifth and fifteenth 
day after the machine is put In operation. 
Eegs are tested so that all infertile, weak 
and dead germs may be removed, as their 
presence militates against a good hatch. 


No chicks should be removed from the 


ineubator until thoronghiy dry. When 
“fit” to leave the machine they should be 
removed to a freshair warm  brooder. 
Their care—but that is quite another story. 

In brief, this gives a skeleton idea of ar- 
tificial incubation. Where day-old chicks 
are easily available we advise breeders to 
replenish their flocks from this source. 
There is some anxiety, worry and care in 
the operation of an incubator, which spent 
in other operations with either a large or 
small poultry plant, we believe, will be con- 
ducive of better resnitse, We might even 
go farther and suggest the replenishing of 
flocks with youngsters “on their feet” 
rather than the incurring of the additional 
care of brooding a lot of chicks. This is an 
age of specialists;

The, Setting Hem 

The natural method of incubating eggs 
with hens is still observed by fanciers and 
small operators. There is a belief, more or 
jess prevalent, that eggs hatched under a 
hen produce sturdier chicks than esges 
hatched in an incudator: but the conten- 
tion is debatable. Im the selection of a 
setting hen, no matter what the breed, it is 

to pick one that is docile and will alk 

w bandling without too much opposition. 
Often a “skeery™ specimen will Secome 
quite docile when Droody; but the prime 
factor is to secure setting hens that. cam 
be‘ Managed. This accomplished, select @ 
situation for her nest and habitation that is 
secluded and quiet, so as to aveid disturb 
ances. Previde a good nest of clean ma- 
terial, dust her for lice and mites, also the 
nest, and she is ready for ousiness. If the 
nests have board bottoms fill fm with a few 
inches of earth, slightly hollowed, and the 
corners filled up high so as to avold the 
eggs from being diverted too far from the 
center in the process of the hen going on 
‘ ‘off the nest. If on an earth floor, which 

much to be preferred, build a bottomless 
nest, observing the hollowed effect in the 
‘earth. and cover with straw, hay or excel. 
sior.. Soft hay or straw is admirable for 
this purpose... Use only enough to make «a 
firm.1mahover the soil. Shape up the nest 
and firm the material by hand before plac- 
ing the 

Broody hens should be handled gently, 
and preferably placed on the nest at nigh’ 
If one is thoroughly familiar with the en- 
vironment this can usually be accomplished 
without the aid of artificial light; if, how- 
ever, it is necessary to use a licht, let it be 
as dim as possible. If the hen has the 
mother instinct properly developed she will 
at once settle down and “stay on the job” 
for the usual period. If the hen shows 
nervousness in the moving, cover the nest 
with a plece of burlap to keep her quiet. 
As in artificial incubation the eggs should 
be of good quality, fresh and from robust 
varents and of good strain. Date of setting 


should ve observed, especially if more than 
one hen is set and if they are set at differ- 
ent times. When eggs are tested out the 
number may be so reduced between two 
or more hens, as to enable the breeder to 
double up by placing the remaining exes 
under one hen. Dates for testing are the 
same as in artificial incubation already 
noted. In hatching the natural way one is 
apt to have quite as much interest and 
amusement as When using the wooden hen. 
There will be infertile eggs, exes with 
weak germs, broken eggs (which must at 
Once be cleaned out,) failere to pip the 
shell, and deaths after hatching--all of 
which call for careful attention and intel- 
ligent care. 

Setting hens should be we'l fed, the 
grain ration being long on corn. Plenty of 
pure water, a dish of grain food, some 
green stuff, crit and a dust bath should al 
ways be available. It is also a good prac 
tiee to powder for vermin, say about the 
twelfth day after the hen is placed on the 
nest and again a week later. Vermin on 
the mother hen soon “carry” to the chicks. 
Where the nests are single and only one or 
two in number the hens can be allowed to 
go as they please; where many are incu- 
bating at the same time, the caretaker 
should give them their dreedom for twenty 
or thirty minutes, when they should again 
be “back on the job” and closed in again. 
Condition of nests should always be noted 
and if anything is wrong a remedy should 
at once be applied. © ~- 

Artificial hatching and the dapold chick 
business have become so important during 
the past few years, that natura! incubation 
ie not nearly so general as it was a score 
of years ago. As already intimated tits 
practice is largely limited to the smal! op- 
erator and fancier, and then only sparing- 
ly. With fanciers and breeders aiming for

Where Do We Come In? 


MINENT educators of California are 
asking the Legislature for $500,000 with 


fornia young men, they point out, are goiag 
to the Oregon Agricultural College for the 
simple reason that the facilities for in- 
struction at that institution are superior to 
those at the California school. Anyone who 
has visited Davis will have to admit that 
there is nothing to brag about in the way 
of equipment at that’ place, however excel- 
lent the« ity of the work carried on 

No one, it must be admitted also, can view 
with anythine akin to satisfaction the an- 
nual exodus of students from this State to 
Oregon. It is the opinion of the writer of 
these cOmments, however, that the Legis- 
lature and all who are interested in educa- 
tion in California should do some deep 
thinking before coming to any decision as 
to the immediate enlargement of the Davis 
school plant. This opinion, it might be ex- 
plained, is a personal one and based on 
personal views which will be in direct con- 
flict with the ideas of many who have given 
the subject thought. 


If the State of California had no farm 
school and were being called upon now to 
make a decision as to where one should be 
established, it is questionable whether 
Davis would be given much consideration 
as a location. Southern California had not 
reached its present high state of develop- 
ment en Davis was s-'«cted nor hed the 
San Joaquin Valley made anything near its 
present progress. The Sacramento Valley 
location did very well when it was first 
picked out. It does not and cannot meet 
the needs of agriculture for all California 
today. A properly supported school of this 
kind im Southern California, however, 
would fill the.bill, for on its lands could be 
crown and studied not only every crop that 
thrives around Davis, but other crops of 
ever-growing importance that could never 
get even a good start there. The logical 
place for a university farm school right now 
and from now on would be this end of the 
State, and with that farm schoot, as a part 
of one great institution, ought to be com- 
bined the college of agriculture of the Uni- 
versity in every branch. 

Already the work of the university along 
agricultural lines has been divided to meet 
urgent down-to-date requirements, the 
Citrus Experiment Station at Riverside hav- 
ing been found necessary to round out the 
work of the parent institution. Provision 
has been made, too, through the purchase 
of added ground, for the enlargement of the 
Riverside plant. The plant at Davis, there- 
fore, has already been outgrown in more 
ways than one. 


But the Davis school is already firmly es- 
tablished, notwithstanding the inadequacy 
of its equipment, it will be pointed out. It 
will be argued, too, that this is the best of 
reasons for concentrating on the ex- 
pansion of the present farm school. It is 
a big question, however, if the need for 
expansion at~ Davis under consideration 
can be held as great as that for the estab- 
lishment of adequate work along agricul- 
tural educational lines in Southern Califor- 
nia to meet the special requirements of 
this section. The writer of these remarks 
would go so far as to suggest the advisabil- 
ity of tmmediately establishing a great 
State college of agriculture in the South- 
land. The school should be somewhere in 
the immediate vicinity of Los Angeles and 
should include the citrus station work now 


carried om at Riverside. The money which 


the State is asked to put into the plant at 
Davis would go a long ways toward starting 
a brand new pliant in the Seuthliand. The 
abandonment of Davis would not represent 
as great a loss as might at first appear, as 
anyone who has seen the Davis buildings 
would readily agree. The concentration in 
one locality in which the agriculture of the 
State as a whole could be represented and 
made the basis of comprehensive study 
would be an improvement over the plan 
that now seems to be inevitable of scatter. 
ing small institutions around to serve spe- 
cial local needs. Were one big school thus 
suitably placed to be developed as it could 
and should be developed, it is pretty safe to 
say that Calffornia'’s young men and women 
would not be wanting to go to Oregon or 
any place else outside of the State. Such 
a school would rank with the largest and 
best-equipped agricultural institutions 
the United States, even as the great uni- 
versity at Berkeley looms high in the field 
of general education. 

The thing of immediate interest, of course, 
is the question of what attitude the Legis-

THE CO-OPORATIVE ASSOCIATION; 
WHAT IT IS, AND ITS PURPOSE.

CO-OPERATIVE association is one in 
A which the members form an agency 

through which they conduct their 
own business for their greatest mutual ad- 
vantage. To be truly co-operative, an asso- 
ciation must be formed of producers ex- 
clusively, and managed by them, and the 
benefite must be returned to them in pro- 
portion to the patronage of each. 

The capital necessary to create -the 
agency and iis facilities should be con- 
tributed by the members in proportion to 
the use which each makes of it. Also, the 
capital contributions of each member 
should be kept progressively proportional 
to the individual shipments, or purchases, 


or other uses made of the agency as nearly 
as this may de done. 


There is an essential difference between 
a co-operative organization and a Capital

large sum of money for the expansion of 
the farm school work. ‘For the Legislature 
to authorize the expenditure of $500,000 
for the upbuilding of the Davis plant with- 
out taking into consideration the particular 
and pressing needs of Southern California 
would be an injustice to this end of the 
State. It would probably take all of $500, 
000 to make the Davis plant what it ought 
to be, but what of the much-discussed but 
long-delayed plans for a State agricultural 
farm for the Southland? Here is some 
thing for Southern California growers and 
civic and business organizations of all 
kinds to be thinking about now. And there 
would be no time like the present either for 
all of California to be thinking over the 
question of whether after all the Berkeley- 
Davis plan is the right one for the fyure 
interests of the State. This question 
hasn't Come up.but it might be a good ques- 
tion to bring up before the powers that 
spend the money commit themselves too 
far One way or another. 


BACK TO PORK—AND.

stock corporation operated for profit. A 
capital stock corporation for profit fs 
founded on the earning capacity of the 
capital invested, and that tnvestment is the 
basis of administration, and of control and 
of the distribution of earnings. 

The cooperative organization, on the 
other hand, ts founded for the mutual bene- 
fit of the members -while the earnings, or 
profits, are returned, not on the basis of 
the capital which each member has con 
tributed, but rather on the volume of his 
shipments or purchases, or are proportion- 
al to any other use which he makes of the 
assochation. 

MEN THE FOUNDATION. “ 

The foundation of The co-operative asso- 
ciation is men and, preferably, each mem- 
ber has an equal voice in directing its op- 
erations: but in the capital stock corpora- 
tion for profit, the foundation is capital and 
the voice of the stockholder in ite direc- 
tion is proportional to the capital contrib- 
uted by him. 


Therefore, a co-operative association, as 
contrasted with a profit-making organiza- 
tion, may be tested by the motive under- 
lying its operations. In the former, it ts 
operated for the mutual help of its mem- 
bers: in the latter, it is for the profit or 
advantage of the corporation itself. 

The stock corporation is not a desirable 
form under which to incorporate a farm- 
ers’ business organization. General stock 
corporation laws have been drawn pri- 
marily to meet the requirements of capital 
and not for the benefit of the members of 
a cooperative agency. 

The membership in a profit corporation ts 
not usually under legal control, because 
the right to transfer or sell the stock is a 
legal right incident to ite ownership. There- 
fore, a stockholder may sell his farm and 


continue as a stockholder m the corpora- 


tion, still retaining the right to examine its 
affairs and participate in its management; 
or, he may withdraw from the association 
and still retain the same legal rights as 
long as he owns the stock; or, he may sell 
his stock to some one not interested in the 
association at all or who is even antago- 
nistic to it. 

There is no legal method under the gen- 
eral profit corporation laws by which the 
stock, and therefore the control of the or- 
ganization, can be confined to the member- 
ship after the stock has. been issued, un- 
less the stockholder has agreed in ad- 
vance to sell it to the association, if al- 
lowable under the laws of the State, or to 
turn it over to a trustee until it can be re- 
sold to a member. 

Neither is the voting power of the stock- 
holders under control, unless the method 
of voting is agreed to in advance because 
the voting power is generally proportional 
to the number of shares held by each 
stockholder. 

Nor can the earnings be returned to the 
members as a patronage dividend unless 
agreed to in advance by the stockholders 
and unless the stockholders representing 
the majority of the stock actually abide by 
the agreement. The practical difficulty ta 
incorporating a co-operative assoctation un- 
der the profit corporation laws lHies in the 
fact that it is questionable whether all the 
abovementioned conditions agreed to ¥ 
the stockholders are legally enforceable 
and whether the organization might not 
possibly cease to be cO-operative whenever 
stockholders representing a majority of the 
stock desire to exercise their legal privt- 
leges. 

Experience shows us that a farmers’ as- 
sociation that has been organized under 
the general stock corporation laws is on an 
unstaDle foundation, not only because the 
stock can be controlled, but also because 
of the conflicts that may arise between the 
stockholders and the members. 

TERM COMMERCIALIZED. 

In illustration of the commercialization 
of the use of the term “co-operation” there 
are many so-called “co-operative organiza- 
tions” shrewdly formed, that make a profit 
for the corporation, on the product or the 


purchases of the farmer, by retaining the | 


control of the facilities through which his 
business is handled. In the fruit industry, 
for example, the packing-house may be 
owned and controlled by the organizers 
and a large dividend paid the stockholders 
and other withholdings deducted before the 
grower receives his returns. 

A profit which made by the sale of 
supplies to members, and earnings made tn 
various indirect ways is returned to the 
stockholders as a dividend instead of be- 
iyg paid to the producer as a patronage 
refund. Such an organization obviously 
is not co-operative because it is not formed 
or managed for the mutual benefit of those 
who utilize ite facilities, but rather for the 
stockholders who have thelr capital in- 
vested in the undertaking. 

The membership in a co-operative asso 
ciation should be confined exclusively to 
producers who actually use its facilities, 
Those who contribute capital alone should 
never be admitted to membership, because, 
as already set forth, the capital contribe- 
tion should be the medium through which 
the members provide the facilities for the 
transaction of their own business: th 
fore. it is never desirable that capital 
furnished by nonproducing business infer- 
ests which would thereby acquire an tnter- 
est In the corporation and a voice in its @- 
recti@m, though organizations have been 
formed by public-spirited business men who 
realized the value to the community of the 
co-operative movement before the farmer 
was alive to the need of organizing and 
financing his own operations. 

Many so-called co-operative associations 
have been assisted by business men, deal- 
ers, or others who promote the organiza- 
tion simply for their own profit as a means 
of securing a hold on the business of the 
farmer. 

But, in either case, such organizations 
are fundamentally unsound because the im- 
petus to co-operate must spring from with- 
in, from the necessities of the industry, 
and not from without. Membership in a 
co-operative association carries with i « 
responsibility on the part of each member 
to maintain it in periods of adversity. The

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| PREDICTS A FUTURE 
FOR: SPANISH NUTS. 


CORONA.—The Corona district will this 
year ship to Los Angeles from seventy-five 
to 100 tons of Spanish peanuts, according to 
J. M. LeFever, a grower who has in twenty 
acres of the “goobers” and who is quite op 
timistic as to the outlook for the crop. Mr. 
LePever intends to plant 125 acres of pea- 
nuts next year, putting in the little Span- 
ish nuts exclusively. 

“A mumber of persons look upon the 
Spanish peanut as too small and insignifi- 
cant,” Mr. LeFever declares, “but in this 
they are mistaken. The Spanish peanut is 
the peanut of commerce im the United 
States today,” he adds. “The nuts weigh 
thirty pounds to the measured bushel and 
completely fill their shells. They , contain 
about 45 per cent oil; they are the peanuts 
most used for oll, peanut butter and in the 
confectioner’s trade generally. The) yield 
more pounds to the acre than the larger 
varieties. The Virginia varieties have a 
larger kernel, it is true, but they but 
twenty-two pounds to the meast shel 
and.do not fill their shells. In f they 
grow a large shell at the expense of the 
kernel,” 

Mr. LeFever says that he picked obt one 
peanut plant in his field that had on it 249 
marketable nuts. The figure beats any that 

has reported in Southern Califor- 
this year, he states. 

The Corona grower is a strong advocate 
of a stiff tariff to protect American peanut 
growers from oriental competition. Few 
persons, he says, heave any idea of the 
enormous quantity of peanuts shipped to 
the United States from China by way of 
Japan, and dumped- upon the American 
markets. The total Agiatic importations 
from Nov. 1, 1919, to Oct. 2, 1920, to the 
port ef San Francisco, were 14.926.189 
pounds shelled, 2.515.040 pounds unshelled 
and 14,792,000 pounds of peanut oil. The 
total shipments for the same time to Seat- 
tle, Tacoma, Everett and Portland com- 
bined were 52,079,185 pounds shelled, 
552,622 pounds wunshelled and 115,793,811 
pounds of ofl. The figures are from the 
United States Bureau of Markets.

TO CURE SCALY LEG. 

Two species of itch mites attatk fowls, 
one of which ip the cause of scaly tex. 
While this mite commonly remains on the 
feet, burrowing through the scales and 
causing their enlargement, it also attacks 
the comb and the neck. A crust of loose 
tisene is formed above the burrows, and in- 
tense itehing results from this mining 
habit. When scaly leg is left untreated the 
feet of the birds often become badly dis- 
torted, aml in some cases the fowl can 
scarcely walk or get up to the perch. 
Sometimes terminal joints of the toes are

Kerosene 
oll is applied by some farmers in the same 
way, but is less effective than crude ofl, In 
ising either, care should be taken not to 
get the off on the upper part of the leg or 
on .the feathers. A less severe but more 
laborious treatment consists of soaking the 
feet in warm soapsuds until the scales are 
lodsened and then greasing the feet and 
legs with sulphur and lard, or lard coutain- 
ing 6 per cent crude carbolic acid. 

The other itch mite, commonly called the 
depluming mite, is a very small creature 
which burrows into the skin near the base 
of the feathers. The intense itching some 
times causes the fowls to pul! their feathers 
until they are almost naked. Dipping of all 


| fowls of an infested flock in a tub of water 


containing about two ouncca of flowers of 
sulphur and one-half ounce of laundry soap 
to each gallon of water will give complete 
control. The fowls should be completely 
submerged and the feathers ruffed so all 
parts of the body will be reached by the 
liquid. Care should be taken to keep the 
dip stirred during treatment so as to keep 
the sulphur in suspension. In case a flock 
has lice as well as the depluming mite, 
three-fourths ounce or one heaping tabile- 
spoonful of sodium fluorid should be added 
to each gallon of water In the foregoing 
mixture.

NAVEL SEASON BEGINS 
IN REDLANDS DISTRICT, 


REDLANDS.— Moet of the packing-houtes 
of the Redlands citrus district opemed last 
week, and began handling the 1920-21 crop 
of navel oranges. The first to be shipped 
went from the Redlands Orange Growers’ 
house and were of the Smith early variety, 
developed by the late Burgess Smith. The 
first car of Washington navels was started 
rolling to Chicago. 

Great improvements have been made in 
@ number of the packing-houses to take 
adequate care of the navel crop, which ts 
to be one of the largest ever handled. The 
improvements at the Redlands Co-operative 
house include a large new room on the 
main building, to be used for the storage 
of the packed boxes of fruit before they 
are placed in the cars. This house was re- 
cently consolidated with the Royal Knight 
underground passageway has been built 
packing-house across the street, and an 
unddrgruund pasPageway has Ween built 
between the two for the handling of fruit. 
The most extensive improvements have 
been made at the Elephant Orchard's house, 
which has been almost entirely rebufit. The 
house has been lifted, and a large, well- 
ventilated and welllighted basement has 
been built underneath it. In the base- 
ment of the house, which has a concrete 
floor and belt conveyors to carry the field 
boxes from the wagons, wil! be stored the 
fruit. There will be room enough for four 
or five carloads of fruit, so that the house 
need not be idle during rainy weather. Im- 
provements have also been made in the 
equipment of the house, new grading and 
packing devices having been purchased. Im- 
provements have also been made at the 
Gold Banner, the Redlands Orange Grow- 
ers, Mutual and Randolph packing-houses. It 
is estimated that each of the associations 
will put ont several cars of fruit for the 
Christmas trade, and the total holiday ship- 
ments may run close to 100 cars. The 
navels this year are coloring early, and are 
sweet, but they are not as large as they 
have been In some years.

VAN NU YS.—Tomatoes have come into 
prominence as one of the leading products 
of the Van Nuys district... This vegetable 
has this year returned to the growers ap- 
proximately $900,000. 

The crop raised in the valley during the 
season which has just closed will probably 
amount to over 5000 tons. Of this amount 
2500 tons Were used in the Golden State 
Cannery and the Van Nuys Canning Com- 
pany. local plants, and the rest was sent to 
the Log Angeles.market and te the Burbank 
and San Fernando canneries. -Some toma- 
toes were shipped to eastern markets in 
Carioad jots early in the season. The average 
yield to the acre was approximately ten 
tons, bot many of the growers secured « 
yield of twenty tons. The average price 
received by the growers was $18 @ ton. 

George D. McNefl, supertntendent of the 
Golden State Canning Company, reports 
that 48,500 cases of tomatoes were packed 
by the firm, the tomatoes requiring over 
1,000,000 cans, which held between 1500 and 
2000 tone of tomatoes. They will be shipped 
to all parts of the United States under the | 
Pomona, Golden West, Red Star and other | 
labels. 

The total pack of the Van Nuys cannery 
was 13.000 cases. This company shipped 
a large volume of tomatees to plants, 
which brought the total amount handled by 
them during the season to over 1000 tons. 

Where contracts were made before the 
season opened, the growers recefved $20 a 
ton for their product, but owing to the 
slump in the market, those who were not 
covered by contracis only received from 
$10 to $15 a ton.

A change of work is a rest, 
and poultrymen who tire of the humdrum 
duties of feeding and trap-nesting hens 
would find recreation in attending to the 
equabs. It is a well-known fact that the 
minute attention which must be given to 
egs-producing poultry, from the chick stage 
to the aged class, is not necessary in the 
case of pigeons. The squabs are fed by. the 
parent bird until they are 3% to 4% weeks 
old. 

Squabs are often used to take the place 
of dressed game, such as quail and doves, 
which are getting scarce in this country, 
and the price of squabs has gone up more 
in proportion than the price of chickens. 
There is an average annual return of from 
$2 to $3 above feed cost per pair of breed- 
ers, and, in the case of selling breeding 
stock, the return is, of course, larger.

many will breed until they are about eight 
years old. The emeall varieties mate and 
breed at from five to six months, and the 
larger ones at from eight to ten months. 

The young pigeons are usually removed 
from the breeding pen and put into a pen 
by themselves after they are able to fly 
about ang pick up their own food. A catch 
net, or bag, made of large mesh cotton net- 
ting, With the mouth or top about eighteen 
inches in diameter, is very useful for catch- 
ing the pigeons. Squads hatched in April, 
May and June make the best breeders, 
while their value on the market is com- 
paratively low at that time of the year. 

As above told, squabs are fed by the 
parent bird until they reach the age of 
about four weeks. They must be sold at 
about this age, as the périod during which 
they are ready for market seldom exceeds 
one week. Squabs are in good marketable 
condition when they are fully feathered un- 
der the wings, which is usually about the 
time when they begin to leave their nests. 
If they are not marketed at that time, they 
soon lose their “baby fat,” and their flesh 
begins to get hard. in the morning, before 
the breeders are fed, pick up the squabs to 
be marketed, at the time when their crops 
are emipty. Leave them in a special pen for 
about twelve hours and allow all food to 


pass from their crops before killing and 
dressing them. The usuel method of ktill- 
ing squabs is beheading them, and dipping 
them into a vat of hot water to loosen the 
pin feathers, which may then usually ve 
rubbed off with the hands. ° 


The production of squabs from each pair 
of breeders va from one to two to as 
high as ten pairs per year, but an average 
of six to seven pairs is a good estimate, al- 
though some squab breeders produce more. 
Squabs usually sell at highest prices during 
this holiday time. and just now they are at 
a premium: im fact, there is an ectual 
shortage of them for the hotel trade. 

The feeder of pireons must use his own 
judgment, as in the case of the larger poul- 
try, as to how much erain to give the piz- 
eons. A mixture much like that given bens, 
with a greater proportion of wheat and not 
large grain, Wke whole corn or sunfower 
seeds, is generally fed. The amount of 
feed the pigeons will eat varies with dif- 
ferent files and at different seasons of the 
year. Usually they will dat more in winter 
than in stmmer, although there is a heavy 
consumption of feed in February and 
March, when they ere laying the heaviest. 

Tt has been found th®t pigeons confined 
to “files” 
from the Iaying house, produce more squabs 
than those which are allowed free range.

farmer must, of course, realize the neces- 
sity for the organization and that it is his 
own institution, developed and managed by 
him through his chosen representatives, to 
promote and protect his interests. 
Fairness, the absence of jealousy, mutual 
fidence and loyalty are fundamentals in 
successful co-operation—and the will to co 
operate must dominate the membership. 
One of the vital problems that a co-op- 
erative organization always has before it is 
to keep alive the interests of its members. 
In selecting directors who are competent to 
represent them and officers who are skilled 
in business and in the leadership of men, 
the growers may acquire a feeling that 
their association ts an outside agency 
formed to transact business for them rather 
than one which they themselves operate. 
To maintain the interest of the grower, di- 


rectors’ meetings should be open to the 


members and they should be urged to at- 
tend. Also, the members should be kept 
posted on the business details and on the 
status of the industry. 

FRANKN@SS ESSENTIAL. 
Frankness should be the watchword of 
the management, and exact justice, a 
square deal and equality of treatment and 
of opportunity should be the attitude of 
the directors and of the management in all 
its relations with the members. 

Frequent membership meetings are a vi- 
ta] ald in developing the spirit of co-opera- 
tion. Discussions of the business prob- 
lems of the association, questions which 
confront the industry, the relationship of a 
co-operative association to the public; s0o- 
cial features which diversify the interests 
of the business meetings; al! of these ac- 
tivities develop a community spirit of co 
operation that no outside influence can un- 
dermine. 

The future of co-operation rests not onty 
upon the ability with which growers handle 
their business problems, but upon how well 
they meet the present, vital questions 
which are leading the world-wide socia! 
and economic unrest. A co-operative or- 
ganization cannot live for itself alone. It 
must scrupulously fulfil) its public or social 
relationship as well as its relationship to 
its own members. 

A co-operative organization of (fruit 
growefs, for example, should be an im- 
portant factor in reducing the cost of liv- 
ing, as well as in insuring the growers a 
fair price for their fruit, if i is to play a 
vital part in future social and economic 
life. 

The producer is entitled to a fair return 
on the coat of production, if the law of 
supply and demand warrants it, but he is 
not privileged, through the power. of or- 
ganization, to impose a higher price on the 
consumer than the law of supply and de- 
mand justifies. 

With the rapid rise in costs during the 
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eult from improper in preperiog 
produce for market, to speculate, to make 
profits not resulting from the law of sup 
ply and demand, to create any condition 
through the power of organization that is 
discriminatory or unfair to the public or to 
a competitor, or, which permits a member. 
an officer or an employee any advantage or 
preference that is not open to all alike. 

A large share of the cost of food is rep- 
resented in the expense of selling and 
marketing. As a public question, co-op- 
eration takes on a vital significance in 
these times of high living costs, on ac- 
count of the flow of pop lation towards the 
cities. It must gain a new impetus and a 
new vision by standardizing its products 
and handling them with a4 minimum waste. 
and by simplifying the distributing process 
and retiucing its cost, it helps to meet a 
present, urgent social and economic need. 

Tnless a producers’ organization con- 
fers a benefit on the public at large, as well 
as upon the industry which it represents. 
its future as a vital part of the social and 
industrial fabric of the country is probd- 
lematical. Its willingness and success in 
meeting such tests, as well as its abjlity to 
serve its members, will how 
large a part co-operation wil! play in the 
future growth of American agriculture.

GOOD POINTS TO 
SEEK IN THE COW. 


CHINO.—The talk of C. E. Gordon, as- 
sistant farm adviser of Los Angeles county, 
at the recent annual live-stock day of the 


San Bernardino -County Farm Bureau at 
the George Junior Republic was much ap- 
preciated by the dairymen present. Mr. 
Gordon used as the subject of his demon- 
stration on cow judsing a beautiful pure- 
bred Jersey cow, making his observations 
sraphic and to the point. 

One of the things Mr. Gordon pointed out 
was that a cow practicaily manufactures 
her milk as she is milked. He said that, 
if she were to be killed just as she was 
ready to be milked, there would probably 
not be more than a quart of milk in her 
udder, although her normal yield might 
be gallons. There would be the material for 
it there, he said, but she seems to be 
able by some process not understood by 
even the best students of cows, to manvu- 
facture the milk and send it down to fill 
the vacuum created by drawing the first 
milk away, and to keep this up to the 
end of the milking. 

“The cow,” Mr. Gordon said, “should 
have a big strong muzzle and wide open 
nostrils, the first, in order that she may 
be able to take in and masticate a great 
deal of food at once, the second, that she 
may take in enough fresh air to furnish 
oxygen™to fire the huge engine that fur 
nishes motor power for her body. This 
engine must have good housing, too, there 
fore, one big point in judging a cow's

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POWER UNITS SAVE LABOR IN 


SAWING OF WOOD FOR THE FARM. 


OTWITHSTANDING the fact that farm- 
N ers in the Southwest use less wood fo 

fuel than do their eastern or northern 
brothers, due to available supplies of gas 
and electricity, the long summers and the 
mild winters, farmers in the irrigated re- 
gions are by no means strangers to the ax 
handle or the portable woud saw. It is be 
lieved that 60 per cent of the farmers of 
California use wood of some sort for do 
mestic, use, in cooking, heating, and in 
farm operations. The orchardist finds « 
large pile of good stove wood available 
after a season's pruning and grubbing out 
of unproductive and diseased trees. How 
to get this wood into stove lengths with so 
much work ahead for the hands is a prob 
lem on many farms. Many farmers plant 
eucalyptus and other trees so as to have a 
ready source of fuel] for the farm house, but 
the extra labor necessary to handle this 
wood is often unavailable, and the farmer 
is compelled to buy stove wood until such 
time as he has the spare time to cut down 
and saw and split his own. 

Modern mechanical power has placed at 
the disposition of the farmer equipment 
shift of this kind of 
farm work. Common labor is now too ex-

work, and the longer the logs are cut, the 
less is the total amount of time and labor 
required to get the wood ready to burn. - 

Where it is possible, it will be found 
worth while to set the saw on a slope, so 
that the logs and poles can be skidded into 
a pile above it. They can then be rolled to 
the saw with little effort, and the skids 
for raising them to the table or carrier of 
the saw can be approximately horizontal. 
An arrangement like this might make pos- 
sible the operation of the sawing outfit 
with one less man than would be required 
if the saw were placed on level ground. 
When the wood cannot be dragged or 
skidded to the saw, the work of loading it 
will be somewhat tess ff it is hauled on 
sleds instead of wagons. 

When the wood is cut into four-foot 
lengths, as is customary with large wood, 
the labor of getting the wood ready for the 
stove wil] be found somewhat greater than 
if the wood is left in longer lengths. Often 
large walnut limbs, or eucalyptus trees less 
than six years of age can be handled with- 
out previously cutting them into certain 
lengths. The fewer times the logs aad 
poles are cut by hand, the less will be the 


total amount of labor expended.

pensive to use to cut down, saw and split 
wood, when all the operations are done by 
hand. The belt pulley of the tractor, or the 
portable power saw has displaced the 
swarthy Mexican and his ax. 


The use of power machinery in cutting 
wood will reduce the labor requirements of 
the farmer to a point where he should be 
able to get his wood ready to burn without 
seriously neglecting his other work. A 
great many farmers have tractors and 
gasoline engines suitable for furnishing 
power for wood-scawing mackines. These 
machines aré comparatively inexpensive, 
and the labor saved by one of the outfits 
will represent a good sum long before it is 
worn out. One outfit can do the work for 
several families each year, and it will be 
found profitable for a group of farmers to 
combine in the buying of a portable wood 
saw, with or without a power attachment. 

THE CUTTING LENGTHS. 
If the work of cutting up orchard wood 
or eucalyptus or other timber for firewood 
is being done on thé farm by the regular 
help, it will be found best, usually? to cut 
the wood into lengths as long as two or, 
three men can handle without loss of time 
in loading or hauling in getting to the saw. 
It takes much less time to cut through a 
log with a power saw than it does by hand 
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Buzz saw outfits for cutting firewood are 
built in a variety of sizes and styles, Cir 
cular saws of from twenty-four to thirty 
Inches in diameter are generally used in 
‘the Southwest. Tables for holding the 
wood against the saw are of two general 
types, the tilting or swinging table, and the 
rolling, or sliding table. The tliting table 
is usually pivoted to the lower part of the 
frame, and so built that when a cut is fin- 
ished, gravity will-puit-the table from the 
saw, and into position for the next cut. The 
rolling or sliding table is used chiefly for 
the larger logs, and a table of this kind will 
carry the heavy pieces to the saw more 
evenly than the tilting table, and with prob- 
ably less effort on the part of the men. The 
rolling table will net come back into posi- 
tion for a new cut as quickly Os as easily as 
the tilting table, but the greater ease in 
handling large logs will usually more than 
offset this slight loss of time. 

A circular saw outfit can be operated 
with a wide range of power, and a large 
majority of the tractors or gas engines 
found on farms may be used for this pur- 
pose. The actual power required depends 
on the size and kind of wood to be sawed, 
the rate at which it is to be fed to the saw, 
and to a certain extent on the condition of 
the saw blade, which should be properly 
filed and kept sharp. If a small engine is 
used instead of the field tractor, it may be 
necessary to feed the saw slowly and split 
up some of the larger pieces before they 
come to the saw. If much of the wood to 
be cut is thick and heavy use the tractor 
pulley. The manufacturers of practically all 
saw outfits recommend a machine of at 
least four horsepower for their saws, and 


‘| six horsepower as a minimum is preferable. 


The medium-sized tractor will be found 
ideal for this purpose, as fit can be run to 
the place where it is most convenient to 
saw up the wood, hauling the saw outfit 
along. The standard fuel consumption of a 
gasoline engine is from one-sixth to one 
eighth of a gallon of fuel per horsepower 
hour when working under full load: that is, 
a pint or slightly over a pint. This would 
make about eight gallons of gasoline for a 
six-horse-power engine, running ten hours 
under a full load. The rate at which wood 
is cut with a good-sized outfit and a mefium 
sized tractor depends almost entirely on 
the speed with which the wood is brought 
up to the saw, and the skill of the sawer. 
Under average conditions such an outfit 
should cut about twenty cords of wood into 
stove lengths of twélve to sixteen Inches in 
a ten-hour day, if kept steadily working. 
Some outfits exceed this output, which ‘s 
four or five times that done by hand with

MUCH FOR VITAMINES? 


(The following from a Times reader with not be 1O* 


received with unbounded enthusiasm in some quar- 
tere. The. Farm and Treeter Section, however, te 
an open forum for discussion of questions pertain- 
agriculture. Mr. Detryman, how about 


_ Bditor Farm and Tractor Section: The 
rise in milk is an accomplished fact, and, so 
far, I have heard nothing but roars, well 
grounded, so be sure, but just roars—noth- 
Ing in the way of construttive criticism. 

I cheerfully concede all that has been said 
or that can be said as to the food value of 
milk. I also concede that the preducers of 
milk are not getting enough, even at the ad- 
vanced prices, under present conditions. As 
to the cost of delivery I need not enlarge. 
Anyone. with a stub of pencil can figure that 
out for himself, but the producing end is one 
that requires long and accurate experience 
and knowledge of the game. 

You note that I have emphasized present 
conditions, and the query remains: Can they 
be remedied to the extent of cutting down 
the cost of production? The producers would 
gladly welcome conditions that would en- 
able them to give us milk at a lower price. 
Can it be dome? I think so; hence these 


We are all suffering from a plethora of 
law-making, with the minimum of law-abid- 
ing. A lot of people conceive that, having 
pushed the Lord from His judgment throne, 


shop and taking up the work of creation, al- 
tering the immutable laws of the Creator 
at pleasure. From the Ten Commandments 
to the laws of trade it fs all one to them, 


or walk down town on the shady side of the 
street without swallowing an ordinance or 
treading upon one. 

Some years ago the breeders of Jerseys 
and Guernseys, seeing they could not pos- 
sibly compete with the Holsteins or Dur- 
hams in the matter of furnishing milk to 
the public, got busy and appealed to the 
well-meaning but ignorant (I say it advised- 
ly, ignorant,) boards of health to save their 
face, as the laws of trade threatened to put 
them out of business. What better plan 
than to compel every Holstein cow to give 
the same quality of milk as their breeds 
were furnishing? Mind, I say the same qual- 
ity of milk; not necessarily a better milk, 
but the same kind of milk. 

The first step was to get a lot of chemical 
gents to discover vitamines, jessamines, Kal- 
eomines and pantomimes in butter fat. But- 
ter fat, then, was everything, and if they 
bad butter fat, no matter about anything 
else. Next they found about what average 
the Guernseys and Jerseys produce of but 
ter fat, and that was fixed as the standard. 
That standard was put well above the but- 
ter content of the average Holstein. I pre 
sume the heavy milking Holsteins average 
little above 2% per cent, while many of the 
Guernseys and Jerseys will go to 6 per cent 
and some to 7 per cent. See the point? 
While, cow for cow, the Holstein would pro- 
duce more butter and more butter fat, it re- 
quired more milk to beat the others at their 
own game. 

So the present standard of butter fat was 
fixed and prices began to climb, just as had 
been planned; and they are not done climb- 
ing. In many cases the Jersey and Guern- 
sey owners were also the owners of great 
distributing concerns, so that every time the 
real producers had to have a rise, they con- 
sented, but put onto the delivered article an 
increase not only equal to the increase to 
the cofisumer, but greatly in excess of it. 

All tis does not fool me at all. 1 know 
the game clear through, as I have been mak- 
ing a large part of my rations from cow's 
milk for sixty-seven years, and for sixty of 
t years have been making a practical 
study of the animals and their product. 

What is my remedy? Simply to have all 
trade restrictions removed and allow each 
milk bucket to stand on its own bottom. If 
Smith's dairy belfeves that its certified milk 
fille a place waiting for it, let it fill the bill 
and get its price. If customers think like- 
wise, they will gladly pay the extra cost. If 
the goat raiser thinks his milk superior, by 
all means encourage him im the belief and 
let him get the figure he thinks he is entitled 
to. If the producers of Guernsey and Jersey 
milk believe their product is worth more 
money than good old Durham or Holstein, 
let them label their product and get their 
= price. No one will quarrel with them 
at all. 

But for heavens sake, let all these milk 
buckets have their own bottoms to stand on 
and their own labels and let the customers 
choose. It need not affect the quality of 
milk at all, but*I assure you it will lower tile 
cost of production and ultimately the cost to 


the consumer, if you can control the dis 
tributor. 


You and I are not buying butter fat (or} 


are we getting it.) We are buying a thing 
called milk, by the quart, but the farmers 
and dairymen are selling their product by 
the butter fat content. The boards of health 
and their coadjutors in council and legisla- 
ture have fixed a butter-fat content that very 
few Holsteins ever reach, but below the

As w the food vwalve, | am prepared to 
epeak authoritatively, as I have not only 
used them all for my own food, but have 
raised all the breeds under the best of con- 
ditions and can be sure there was no guess- 
work. The Holstein average milk is better 
table milk than either the Jersey or Guern- 
sey. 

Personally, I would not keep either for 
family use if I could get a real, old-fashioned 
roan Durham or the better nfodern milking 
strain of the Shorthorn. The constitution 
of all three breeds named has been so ~ak- 
ened by inbreeding and crowding that, they 
are too liable to disease, but the réal old 
Durham, with quiet nerves and great capac 
ity, stands the strain and gives you every 
thing you want, butter fat. fragrance and 
flavor, with great good health behind it all 
and, besides, gives you calves that lighten 
the burden of the bill very materially. 

Now I am not ng to lower any real 
standard, nor do I favor adulteration as is 
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no brief for the Holetetn 
fof don't like the breed, but Whew 
real dairy cows where milk is meant So 
table use, as here, and the econemical pre 
ducers until milking strains of Durhame ar 
more prevalont. I have no quarrel with Je 
sey and Guornsey breeders when they mai 
ket their product on a fair basis. I don’ 
care whether they get 25 cents per quart i 
their customers will pay it. In fact, I don 
believe they can produce such milk as i 
comes from the cow [fs less than 16 cent: 
per quart under present feeding contitions

URING the year just closing 
HEBE and its relation to the

table fat) for definite uses (cooking, 
baking, coffee) and as such is building 
its own market and thus increasing the 
general consumption of dairy products. 


In answer to the second point it has 
been shown that :— 


HEBE is not being used as a means 
of bringing cocoanut fat to the market 
but that the converse of this is true— 
that a small amount of cocoanut fat is 
merely the vehicle by which a large 
amount of skimmed milk is being 
brought to the market as a cooking 
medium. In the production of every 
hundred pounds of HEBE, two hun- 
dred and ten pounds of skimmed milk 
and only seven and eight-tenths pounds 
of cocoanut fat are used. This small 
amount of non-dairy ingredient is 
there merely to supply the large 
amount of dairy ingredient with the 
shortening and other elements neces- 
sary to make it desirable as a cooking 
medium. The cocoanut fat in HEBE 
serves a purpose similar to the pur- 
poses served by salt in butter and 
gelatine and flavoring extracts in ice 
crear—to make the dairy ingredieng 
more readily salable for the uses in- 
tended.

G” SYSTEM OF PRUNING 
AS APPLIED TO CITRUS TREES. 


‘RY VINCENT F. BLANCHARD. 


S FT practicable t& prune citrus trees by 
the “kaa” system of praning which was 
worked out for deciduous tfees by Dr. 

J. © Whitten, head of tte pomology de 
partment, College of Agriculture, and by 
the Farm School of Devis? a ques- 
tion that is frequently asked. In attempt- 
‘ju to answer the question it will be well 
to Tiseuss briefly what are the primary 
principles Involved in the “long” system of 
pruning as applied to deciduous trees. 

The firat sign of activity of a deciduous 
tree in the spring is a swelling of the buds 
followed by the bursting forth of blossome 
and follage. For a period"t! time the tree 
devotes itself to producing terminal growth 
and new leaves, and then h ceases ita ter- 
mifial growth and the leaves lose their suc- 
culency, becoming eark green and waxy. 
l'p until that time the energy of the tree 
ecmes largely from food stored up in the 
branches and twigs the previous year. 
“While the leaves re‘succulent they_are 
parasitic im nature. but Just as soon as they 
become hature they function normally, tak- 
ing in carbon dioxide from the air, trans 
forming into starches and sugar® to be 
utilised aa plant food. lf anything occurs 
which causes the tree to continue to pro 
dece succulent tissue, then the food re 
serve producing power is delayed that 
much, for the energy of thé tree ts con- 
fined towards producing tissue which is 
parasitic for a long period. It is to the ad- 
vantage of the tree to have its leaves and 
wood harden up as early in the spring as 
possible @o that the leaves can begin to 
produce food for building up the wood tis 
sue In the body of the tres, mature the 
erop, fill owt the fruit buds’ for the next 
year’s crop, and prodece a reserve supply 
of food to be stored up in the branches and 
twigs to supply the blossoms and foliage 
the next season. These principles give a 
basis for the “long” system of pruning. 

The method of pruning deciduous trees 
which has been practiced mostly heretofore 
in California has been to cut beck the main 
leaders from year to year, leaving stubs 
from about twelve to sixteen inches or 
more in length, depending upon their size. 
A moderate amount of thinning out ts also 
practiced with thie syetem. Such a system 


resufts in a concentration of growth in te ‘ 


buds near the end of exch stub. Bince 
there is a delicate balance between the root 
system and the top, there must be consid- 
erable new wood produced to make up for 
what is cut off. Instead of that growth be- 
ing used in equal degree throughout the 
tree, {tt gves into terminal growth with long 
slender branches. Producing terminal 
crowth after such pruning results If pro- 
longing the period of growth, so that it 
does not have a chance to manufacture 
enough food to meet the needs of the tree. 
Consequently the tree becomes weakened. 
Not only ts the food supply affected, but the 
top becomes so dense that fruit wood 
throughout the tree becomes shaded and 
dies out. Since moet of the fruit buds are 
Lorne on the ends of the lohg brancties, un- 
der such ‘conditions they are cut off at each 
pruning, leaving but few for the next year's 
crop. 
THE “LONG” SYSTEM. 

With the “long” system, about six main 
leaders are leff without cutting back at all, 
except to cut.to a lateral branch when it 
gets too long. The tree, however, is given 
a heavy thinning out to let sunlight in and 
to ent down the fruit-producing area. Nat 
cutting the leaders vack results in a short 
terminal growth (fe next season and an 
early maturing of the foliage. That puts 
the tree to work early in the season, pro 
ducing large quantities of food. Instead of 
the terminal growth, fruit spurs are formed 
alone the branches and the bearing power 
is greatly increased. A tree pruned this 
way will grow larger and be healthier than 
one cnt back. An important point to con- 
sider aleo is that such a tree has greater 
frost resistancy than one which is cut back. 
The principle involved ts simple. A 
spoofed of sugar in a quart of water makes 
a eonsiderably lower temperature neceés- 
sary fer freezing than if the water were 
pure. Trees pruned by the “long” system 
have greater amounts Of starch and shear 
* stored up tham those which have been 
headed back severely, because the period 
for food storage is greater with the Tor. 
mer. That enables the ‘tong? pruned trees 
to withstand lower degrees of temperature. 

APPLICATION TO CITRUS. 
For the past three years a system of, 
pruning citrus trees has been advocated by 
the Farm Adviser's staff for Los Angeles

A citrus 
tree has its greatest difference from a de- 
clauous tree im that it is an evergreen, 
keeping its leaves throughout the year. 
They, however, function very similarly to 
each other. Citrus trees become dormant 
durinz the winter time in that their growth 
becomes sluggish and the sap moves slow. 
ly. With the frst warm weather in the 
spring. .hey show signs of activity with 
new growth. 

The character of the new growth de 
pends to a large extent upon whet manner 
of pruning: has been done. If a severe 
pruning has been given, sugh as cutting 
back the tops, leaving stubs several inches 
long. a rank, growth of vigorous, succulent 
wood is produced. The leaves on this wood 
ere pale green in color and are succulent. 
They and the wood which they are grown 
ow are parasitic in nature until] they -harden 
vp and get a dark green color. For a long 
period the energy of the tree is confined to 
wards producing such type of wood, trying 
to get Back into a balanced condition with 
its poot system. It is impossible for a cit. 
rus tree to function sormally with such 4 
condition. Just as with a decidubpusr tree, 
the time for food storage is cut down, for 
when terminal growth has ceased the sea- 
son ie too far advanced. 

The “long” system of pruning as applied 
to deciduous trees can be used to great ad- 
vantage with any kind of citrus trees. In- 
stead of cutting back the tops from season 
to season, the leaders should be left “with- 
out cutting back, at least not to leave a 
stnb. However, it must be understood that 
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thet are Polymorphic, of 
remt kinds of wood on the same 
At least Ome Of these ty pee can be 
frultwood, while «another be 
cattied vegetanie or suckerwoed. The latter 
type wundestrable in many ways. It is 
vigorous Browing, and vigoroveness is not 
ecnducive to fruitfulmess: because of its 
vigorousness it*saps the energy of the fruit- 
wood on which it gréws; fruits borne on it 
are CcOatse and poor in general, and in com- 
partsop with fruitwaod it is a shorter-lived 
type of wood. Because of its poor quall- 
ties, it should be eliminated from the start, 
or as s00n @s its character can be recog- 
nized. If suckerwood is eliminated from 
the start, the leaders which are teft without 
cutting back will grow more naturally. The 
wood and leaves will harden up early in 
the season. More leaves are put to work to 
manufacture plant food and the tree has a 
greater supply for building purpose and to 
produce fruit. A moderate thinning should 
be. practiced to allow the penetration of 
euniight. All leaves on the tree should be 
allowed to function normally by obtaining 
sunlight. When a branch gets too’ long it 
should be cut back to a lateral branch, 
which serves to carry the sap flow normally 
and prevent excessive terminal crowth. 
WILL STAND MORE COLD. 

Just as with the deciduous trees, citrus 
trees pruned in this way should withstand 
lower degrees of temperature than those 
which have been pruned severely. As 
previously explained, a citrus tree cut se- 
verely is in q state of new wood formation 
f long period, and a large percentage of 
the food which should have been stored up 
to go through the winter for the spring 
growth, has been utilized for that wood for- 
mation. On the other band, where leaders 
have been left without cutting back, there 
is greater storage 'of food, which hecessi- 
tates far lower degrees of temperature to 
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te the writer 
vresident of the California Fruit Growers 
Froharre and generei of the 
Limonetra Compeny, sp@ak recently before 
afeut POu citrus growers in the famous old 
orchard of N. W. Blanchard at Santa Paula. 
Mr. Teague stated ‘that that particular 
lerron orehard was one of the first to te 
planted in California and that it had not 
been primed for many years. The tfees 
became so large that it was found neces- 
eary to cut them back severely, after which 
twey were merely thinned out. They are 
wonderful producers. These trees have 
enormous frameworks with a great bearing 
area. Thy do not have the arvearance 
of mort lemen frees that have been cut 
back, forming much branched trees, but 
heve Hmbs extending out with fruit- 
producing branches hanging from them. 

Mr. League stated that te foller-4 there 
is a great lesson to be learped from those 
trees. They show, he said, that i& is not 
necessary to cut back the tops of citrus 
trees from year to year, but that leaders 
should be encouraged to crow until they be 
come great sap channels for the tree, with 
secondary branches hanging from them. 
He further stated that the Limoneira Com- 
pany hes pow adopted a system of leaving 
leaders which are not to be cit back. Buck- 
er type of wood, as the writer-understands 
it, {is to be used Yor these leaders. The 
idea is that they wil) stop termina’! 
to a great degree and will send out fruit- 
wood along them just as explained for de- 
ciduous trees. When the trees cet hack in- 
to a better balanced condition some of the 
leadera, will be cut out so that the trees will 
not be too dense. 

The writer heartily agrees with that sys- 
tem with the exception that better results, 
in his opinion, can be obtained y eliminat-

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Thoreau’s Philosophy, 

hours in the perusal of 
“up-to-the-minute” literary essays with a little free 

verse added, the music of Thoreau’s Spartan fife is cer 

tainly invigorating. 

To anyone who has the least inkling of Thoreau's 

le to the world the solemn manner in which 
one-idead naturalists insist that Thoreau was mistaken 
in some details regarding the flora of New England, 
and omitted certain other details, is sufficiently amus- 
ing. For Thoreau certainly never set himself up as a 
naturalist but merely gave his readers the benefit of his 
observations by the way, in that field, It is easy for 
specialists in such lines to declare Thoreau mistaken, 
just as it will be equally easy for naturalists of the next 
Seneration to set all previous observers at naught te 
many particulars. For each school, like each individual, 
sees with private eyes directed and influenced by the 
brain behind them. For it cannot be too often recalled 
that: ‘ 

“What in us hears, what in us sees is mind's.” 

Thoreau had a keen and penetrating, if somewhat 
narrow mental vision. Such an unblased individual 
as Emerson—who saw even his intimates without 
illusions—recognized this, 

Emerson saw Thoreau not as naturalist, but as philos- 
opher he put the man in his own place. Thoreau is no 
more to be judged as naturalist than he is to be rated 
by Lis proficiency in his trade of pencil-making, nor by 
his standing in his profession of civil engineering. He 
was a philosopher because he endeavored to use such 
knowledge of the world as the world possessed for a 
foundation upon which to base his ideas of the constli- 
tution of things and also to determine the use and 
justification of the individual life. 

His conclusion was that the world ts a place of eda- 
cation and diecipline, the alm of such discipline being 
the culture and melioration—each in his degres—of 
all ito inhabitants. 


In order to develop, man must have freedom, and in 
order to gain freedom he must live as simply as possi- 
ble. If he employs all his time and energies in making 
and laying up money he has no chance to get acquainted 
with himself, which is the first step toward improve- 
ment. Nor can he gain any great knowledge of Nature. 
Therefore, Thoreau deliberately chose to ransom him- 
self from constant toll by living as simply and as 
cheaply as he could, and devoting his leisure to self- 
examination, selfculture and self-expreasion. To gain 


.- space and quiet for these ends he built a cabin on the 


shores of Walden Pond and itved off such vegetables 
as he raised, finding himself In clothes, books and sta- 
tlonery by the proceeds of a few days’ work for his 
neighbors at irregular intervals. . 

By such means he was enabled to write “Walden,” 
which otherwise might have remained unwritten. ” 

Thoreau never married. But at all events he lived 
cleanly and happily all his brief days. 

' That efforts te Induce him to change his state of 
celibacy for that of holy matrimony were not wanting 
was proven upon the publication of his letters. Writing 
to his friend, Emersou, he whimsically complains that ea 
certain Miss Blank whom he had once flatly refused to 
marry, persisted in her endeavors to change his mind. 
This proves beyond a peradventure that the early Vic- 
torian damselse were not as modest and coy as we have 
been led to believe, and also assures us that Thoreau 
could not be successfully wooed after having once for 
all decided that he would not become a benedict.

his “sedulous ape” have visited us to the delight 
of the children of the community. The younger ones, 
in fact, were almost stupified with wonder at the re- 
markable gifts of the Simian entertainer. “Hoe isn't 
just @ monkey,” declared one enthusiastic 5-year-old;

Such kiddies as refused to 
contribute to his store of pence suddenly found a pre- 
hensitle tall wrapped about their tiny legs and after 
getting a firm grip the monkey suddenly leaped away 
from them thus pulling them off their feet. This seems 
to me a chatacteristic piece of spitefulness, for I am 
not an admirer of the species. 

That estimable man and distinguished naturalist, the 
late R. Le Garner, duthor of “Adventures in Central 
Africa” and other noteworthy books, had a tame chim- 
panzee whom he called Moses. The man and beast 
learned to understand each other's language. By means 
of a phonograph Prof. Garner was able to differentiate 
about one hundred sounds used by chimpanzees to ex- 
press eas, some simple and others more complex. 

Prof. Garner and “Moses” lived for several months 
in a cage bullt in the heart of the jungle. Wild monkeys 
often came about them and held long conversations 
with “Moses,” and Prof. Garner thus added to his stock 
of tnowledge of their words and habits.

The Sage of Chelsea. 
S JUPITER PLUVIUS was Rind enough for a 
happy fortnight to take the task of irrigating the 
lawn, the rose garden and the tiny orchard into his 
own bands, there have been leisure hours a-plenty, in 
which to look over publishers’ catalogues, dip into 
some of the new books, renew acquaintance with old 
ones and read a few eastern reviews. While thus occu- 
pied I ran across a recent magazine article written by 
a man who Is interested in the sale of books, which tn- 
formed me that such nineteenth century classics as 
the works of Cariyle in Great Britain and those of 
Thoreau in America have been more in demand dar 
ing the past season than for a score of preceding years. 
The renaissance of Cariyle-—-always a stormy petrel 
-——is not so remarkable at this time as that of the un- 
burried and contemplative Thoreau. Cartyle in his 
later period—that is to say the Carlyle who wrote of 
Frederick the Great, Oliver Cromwell and “Heroes” in 
general, may be ranked as a pre-Nietzchean, a belicver 
in the rule of the strongest. But, of course, he differed 


| from Nietzche in that he required his heroes to be as 


strong in “godliness” as in mentality and the qualities 
of leadership. 

Having lost all faith in the ordinary man’s power or 
inclination to act wisely Carlyle was in favor of com- 
pelling “the herd” to obey some superman, a few of 
whom are conveniently born in each nation and 
generation. 

Margaret Fuller, who was in principle the incarnate 
democrat, tells in one of her letters of her first and 
last interview with Carlyle, to whom she brought a 
letter of introduction from Emerson. 

She had found the Sage of Chelsea in one of his 
grumpy moods and he informed her in his most lurid 
style of his contempt for the puerile form of govern- 
ment she had been born under, representing, as it did, 
the democretic or self-government idea. Did her peo- 
ple not know that as a whole they were not and never 
would be fit to govern themselves? “Let your masses 
find a hero; let him weld collars around their necks 
and cheerfully become his thralls.” 

How a wan who cannot govern himself should yet be 
wise and discriminating enough to unerringly choose 
a fit amd worthy master, neither Carlyle nor any of 
those who agree with him have ever been able to ex- 
plain. Tt ts doubtless true that the satirical sage on

stronger faith to believe, in the face of volumes. of evt- 
dence to the contrary, that there is in any nation one 
man or one group of men fit to exercise aleolute sway 
over the mass of humanity.

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ND what is the tragedy of rubber? 

Why, thal the Hast has stolen the 

great industry of the West, and 

left the Amazon desolate! How 
this came about is one of the romances of 
tropical agriculture. 

Along the numerous waterways at the 
head of the great Amazon River, in a cli- 
mate of sweltering heat, where the growth 
of fantastic Manas and underbush is well- 
nigh impenetrable; where malaria prowls 
by night in the company of the nocturnal 
beasts of the forest, and where the white 
man carries his life in his hand, there it 
is that the famous rubber tree grows and 
the tragedy commences. Again it was the 
Jesuit fathers who first observed the for- 
est Indians cutting the bark of certain 
trees and rubbing the milklike juice that 
exuded over their bodies till it coagulated 
by the acid of their perspiration into the 
elastic substance known to commerce as 
rubber. The Jesuits quickly recognized 
its tough resilience and waterproof quali- 
ties, and sent it-to Europe. But it was to 
be centuries before its true value was 
realized; in fact, it is only within the last 
thirty years that it has sprang into such 
enormous importance. 

Fifty years ago on the muddy banks of 
the Amazon atood a little ramshackle town 
called Manaos, the abode of a strange mix- 
ture of small traders and adventurers. 
Then came a sudden demand for rubber in 
the waterproof trade, as part of the secret 
of manufacturing the rubber had been dis- 
covered. So into the deep forests went 
men of all nations and half-breeds coilect- 
ing the precious latex. They led the lives 
of primeval man and shared their living 
with the monkeys and beasts that haunted 
the depths of the dark dank forests. Soak- 
ing rain, short rations and fever were their 
lot, for the trees had to be sought for in 
places far away from civilization. A man 
was assigned a certain area which to 
work, and was supplied by the merchant in 
Manaos with the necessary provisions, 
blankets and cooking utensils to last him 
several months. In the midst of the wild 
forest he built his hut of boughs, thatching 
it with palm leaves, and there he lived— 
and only too often died—not much better 
off than the birds and beasts about him. 
Each morning before the sun had risen, he 
would push his way through the chill mists 
cloaking the rank growth of the forest to 
where his tall trees grew, either in conven- 
jent clumps, or spread about far from each 
other, which entailed greater labor in col- 
lecting. On the bark he inflicts a cut with 
his sharp cutlass and, placing below it a tin 
cup to catch the flowing latex, passes on to 
the next. When the sun is high and, the 
chill has changed to a sweltering humid 
heat, the collector returns to gather up his 
cups and empty the latex into a jar. Back 
again in his hut he has to hastily cook him- 
self some food, for the latex must not 
stand too long, or by the action of the air 
it will commence to coagulate before it 
has been smoked. For this purpose he 
lights a fire, burning the nuts of a certain 
palm which he has to collect from the for 
est. In the smoke of this nut there are 
certain properties which, impinging on the 
latex, causes it to coagulate and acts as 
a preservative. 

Crouching over his smoky fre, which 
causes his eyes to become inflamed, he 
ladies the milky latex onto a stick which 
he keeps twisting in his hand in the smoke. 
Day by day he repeats this till the smoked 
rubber on the stick has grown to a big, 
solid, oblong ball of black rubber. Some- 
times he will fraudulently add foreign mat- 
ter concealed in its thickness to add to its 
weight, by which he is paid. These balls he 
keeps by him till He has sufficient to fill his 
canoe and take it down the river to Ma- 
naos. Can one wonder that all his gains 
are quickly wasted on an orgy of riotous 
living after the animal life be has led in 
the forest? And when all is spent comes 
the tragedy that back he must go to his 
trees, for there is no other work he is 
fitted for! 


Decayed Manaos Becomes a 
City of Gold. 


T 18 by virtue of this smoking process 
and the length of time that the rubber 
has been allowed tc mature, that, for restfl- 
lence and toughness, the rubber of the 
Amazon claims to be superior to that pro 
duced on the plantations of the East and 
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commands a slightly higher price, although 
it is not so free or foreign matter and con- 
tains a greater per cent of water to add 
to its weight. When the day arrived that 
the vulcanization of rubber was discovered 
and tires of this tough substance were de- 
manded firet for cycles, later for automo- 
biles and now for the paving of town 
streets, then the boom in rubber came. And 
the rotten streets of Manaos became paved 
with gold, and in the place of her miser- 
able shanties arose palaces of marble. Men 
came in their thousands to make fortunes 
in the gamble of rubber, or to ruin their 
health in the searching out its secret hid- 
ing places, even to the most unexplored 
streams of the tributaries of the Amazon. 

Then cdme the beginning of the great 
tragedy. For there came a man from out 
the East, a man of long vision and who 
so persevered that his dreams came true. 
Wickham was his name and it has been 
our pleasure to have met him under the 
great rubber trees in the Botanical Gar 
flens in Ceylon, that thirty years before he 
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sides the smoke of the special nut and 
the age of the rubber, the actual trees 
from which the latex is collected are far in 
advance of those of the East, and it is also 
claimed that the seeds Wickham stole—a 
word insisted on by the Brazilians—be- 
longed to the inferior variety of the 
White Hevea and not to the superior black. 
Besides the Hevea many other varieties of 
rubber seeds wert exploited by unscrupt- 
lous dealers without possessing the knowl- 
edge of Wickham as to the suitability of 
their habits to the East or to plantation 
cultivation. Ceara and Castilloa from the 
drier highlands of the State of Ceara in 
Northern Brazil] was unloaded all over 
Africa and the East, and proved a com- 
plete failure, owing chiefly to its poor flow 
of latex and the inferior quality of its rub- 
ber. Fantumia suffered from the same 
causes, save that its rubber is of a very 
good quality when it can be induced to 
yield sufficient quantities. Enormous for- 
tunes were squandered in the planting 
of these rubbers, proving the folly of try-

sto'e from the Amazon. A man of mark 
above his fellows, silent and solitary as 
becomes the man who has done great 
things. His bronzed and rugged face told 
of his struggles with wild nature, and in 
his fierce eye dwelt the secrets of the 
forest and the unconquerable grit of & 
Briton. Out of the forests of the Amazon 
he brought the brown mottled seeds of the 
Hevea rubber trees. But the seeds are 
delicate, and the firat consignment failed 
to germinate when they reached the East. 
So back he went for a fresh lot, and these 
he hurried to England where at Kew they 
were germinated, and the precious plants, 
under Wickham’s care, were taken out to 
Ceylon and successfully planted. 


Then Came a Thief Who 
Stole Her Wealth. 


N DUE time they frufted, and it is from 

the seeds of these trees that practically 
all the countless millions of rubber trees 
in the East owe their existence. In tardy 
time the great service of Wickham has been 
recognized and his name honored by the 
empire he has so helped to untold wealth; 
but in the Amazon he still remains a thief! 
For as the cleaner, standardized planta- 
tion rubber, produced at a much cheaper 
rate than was possible on the Amazon, cap 
tured the markets, so gradually the for- 
tunes of Manaos declined, till now her 
streets are half @eserted and her palaces 
up for sale! She still exports one third of 
the world’s requirements, but the price she 
Obtains for ff is such as to allow so small 
a margin of profit that it will not suffice to 
tempt men to risk their lives In the deadly 
forests. Besides which, so prodigal has 
been the tapping of the trees that many 
have been killed, and the good trees are 
now only to be found in paying quantities 
in the regions far away, adding much to 
the cost of collecting and of transport. Too 
late the tinnert Latin government has 
stepped in with laws and regulations re- 
garding proper protection of the trees, just 
as she was too laté prohibiting the export 
of the seeds. It was no good closing the 
door when the seeds were out, and the 
trees damaged beyond cure. But for cer- 
tain requirements the Amazon rubber 
will always be itn demand, for be 


ing new products in @ strange cotntry be- 
fore they have been thoroughly tested on a 
small scale.

In 
Rio de Janiero we met a disconsolate mer- 
chant of Manaos endeavoring to awaken 
the apathy of the Federal government to 
the serious state of affairs and to afford 
some financial assistance towards estab- 
lishing new industries in a country so agri- 
culturally rich that it is able to produce 
any of the tropical economic products the 
world is calling for, provided she can find 
the proper type of labor and be given 
scientific guidance. But our friend feared 
that nothing would be done today, and that 
tomorrow would be too late to save the 
Amazon from the tragedy of her complete 
bankruptcy. 

Let us now turn to the brighter picture 
of the East. If Ceylon was the first home 
of the rubber, it quickly found a concenial 
spot in the Malay, Java and the further 
east, wherever there was a heavy rainfall 


and the hot humid climate in which it four- 


ishes. It was ten years ago that the rub- 
ber boom struck the Federated States of 
Malay, and though there was naturally a 
great deal of speculation and a few un- 
sound companies floated, on the whole the 
boom was sound and is now a most flour- 
ishing industry of vast importance and 
wealth. 

For plantations the seed is sown in 
nurseries and planted out into the clear- 
ings in the jungle. The great mistake that 
was made by the early planters was that 
they did not recognize that the tree they 
were dealing with was a forest tree and 
would grow to great dimensions. 

Thus in their greed they grew as many 
trees to the acre as possible, because such 
looked well on the prospectus of the com- 
pany and pleased the board of directors. 
Thus the trees became too crowded and 
failed to make the growth necessary to ob 
tain a big surface of bark to’tap. So they 
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had to set about and cut out half the trees, | 
but it served a purpose, in that it was. 


possible to make a selection, keeping those 
that ylelded a good flow of latex and cut- 
ting owt the poor ones. 

Hevea rubber, which is the only variety 
of commercial use on plantation linea, 


‘takes some five or six years before it at- 


tains a girth of four to five feet when it is 
possible to start the tapping. The trees 
are marked out in sections of thirds or 
quarters, three to four feet above the 
ground, and cuts made in a half or whole 
herring-bone fashion leading to a central 
channel running down to the foot of the 
tree. It must be remembered that this fs 
one of the newest of tropical cultivations 
and to a certain extent the experts are 
working in the dark with little or no data 
to go upon. In the old days it was the 
custom to tap high upon the tree and in 
all sorts of crude methods. Now, however, 
experiments have evolved the best ways of 
tapping to insure the least injury to the 
tree and obtain the maximum of latex. In- 
dian boys are the best tappers, for they 
have delicate and clever handa, for it is of 
paramount importance that the daily shav- 
ing that the patent knife pares off the cut 
be of such fineness as will insure tlhe open- 
ing up of the latex tubes that interlace like 
veins between the outer bark and the dell 
cate skin of the cambium which protects 
the inner wood. The knife must be so ad- 
justed that it does not cut this cambium, 
for to do so means that the wood will be 
render the tapping of the renewed bark a 
there will be -burrs and bumps that will 
render the tapping of the renewed bark a 
matter of extreme difficulty. In this way 
many of the early planters ruined their 
trees for practical tapping purposes. Tap- 
ping only takes place in the early morn- 
ing when the sap is running well, and 
when the latex is collected it is taken to 
the factory, where it is coagulated by the 
addition of a little acid, and passed through 
machine-driven rollers that squeeze out all 
the water, and finally turns it out in the 


form of long ribbons of rubber, like pale 


yellow crepe. Hung up to dry in a few days 
it is ready for shipping. It can thus be 
seen that modern science has reduced the 
collection and manufacture of the raw 
product to a fine art compared to the crude 
methods in the Amazon. 


The Tragedy of the Congo's 
Red Rubber. 


OME of the plantations smoke their 

rubber to supply the demand for this 
form, but they do it in a different way to that 
of the Amazon. The latex is coagulated in 
oblong dishes and when pressed and dried 
the sheets are hung up in a chamber into 
which is introduced the smoke of wood fuel 
mixed with the shells and husks of cocoa- 
nuts. Thus the sheets of rubber are 
smoked to an amber color and are nearly 
as fine in quality and preservation as that 
of the West. Other forms of prepared 
plantation rubber are “blanket,” a thick- 
ened form of the more usta! “crepe,” and 
“biscuit,” when the rubber is simply coagu- 
lated in a dish and dried, whereby none of 
ite resiliency is destroyed by the process 
of machinery.

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4 Natural and Carefree Life. 
HERE are not many real gypsies ‘in 
this country. The ordinary people, 
red calico dresses, in wagons, with 
small windows cut in the sides, are 
not of the Romany race, but are nonde- 
script wanderers, from every quarter of the 
globe. 

The Romany language is one of the old- 
est in the world. It contains traces of the 
Egyptian of the Pharoahs, and many words 
from Sanskrit, from which all occidental 
languages are derive’, They are a most 
interesting ppople, and lead a happy life, 
near to nature and free from care. 

Miss Louise Rice has made a study of 
gypsy life, gaining their friendship and 
often living with them. In the People’s Fa- 
vyorite Magazine (New York) she writes: 

“When you see beautifully ornamented 
and carved red wagons shaped somewhat 
like cradles; when there are fine horses 
drawing them; when you see the door at 
the back, well made and broad, and cur- 
tained windows built in each side; when 
the men and women have only a suggestion 
of the traditional gypsy dress—big earrings, 
perhaps, or sashes, or a bright silk hand- 
kerchief for the head; and when the eyes 
beneath the straight biack brows afe 80 
blue that they seem like gems set in human 
heads—then you may be sure that you are 
looking at some of the real aristocrats of 
the Romany race. 

“One year I went for a little jaunt of two 
Weeks in old Adam's wardo. His wife is a 
didikai—a half-breed, born ‘outside;’ that 
is, born within four walls! Her father was 
one of the ‘old families’ of Maryland, and 
before she returned to her mother’s people 
she was a belle in Baltimore. Now she is 
the best-read Romany woman I have ever 
known: in fact, she is well read- from any 
standpoint except that of the ultra-smart 
social world. Everybody, including the oc- 
casional farmer to whom she and Adam 
sell horses, calls her miri dye—my 
mother.’ 

“Adam's wardo js of the best. It was 
made by a certain man in Maryland who 
has been making wagons for gypsies for 
the last fifty years. The cheapest of them 
will cost $800. The best cost from $1500 
up to $2000. Such wagons will outlast the 
owner, and are guaranteed to stand inces- 
sant travel. The materials of which they 


“When it is chilly. the charcoal braster 
is lit, but unless there is a driving rain the 
windows and the door always remain open. 

“Miri dye. makes bread only after the 
most elaborate cleansing of her hands. As 
for baker's bread and oh; miri 
pen—why eat filth? 

“Romanies eat very little buicher’s meat. 
They will watch the slaughtering of a cow 
or sheep on a farm, and take away.the car- 
cass immediately, to be ‘put down’ in Drown 
sugar and Balt, which will keep it for 
months. They do the same to game and 
poultry, so that there is always a supply 
on hand of provisions which are clean and 
wholesome, 

“I have learned to like beautiful things 
for my ordinary daily tse and to regard 


commoniy tsed in the spraying of vese- 
tables around Ios Angeles. Many of these 
Vegetables are being canned. This catises 
intestinal trouble. 

“If physicians will cause to be analyzed 
cases of stomach, bowel or intestinal trou- 
ble brought to their attention, they will 
find that many cases give every indication 
of being the direct result of b.ue stone pol- 
soning.

furnishings of Romany wardos are so beau- 
tiful and so intrinsically valuable that the 
cheap and shoddy arti@ies of goreio coma- 
merce offend my taste. 

“Their blankets are woven from wool, 
which they buy directly from the back of 
the sheep, all the after-processes being per- 
formed by themselves. These blankets are 
never washed with soap, but with clean 
gravel, in a running stream which is 
warmed by the sun to tepidness. They are 
dried on blossoming clover when it is in 
season, and the young folk take turns in 
pulling the blankets into shape as they dry. 
Such blankets will serve many a genera- 
tion, and will always be things ‘of beauty 
and comfort. 

“The copper cooking utensils put ‘o 
shame many of the jardinieres which are 
displayed in the windows of our ‘art shops.’ 
The jewelry which every wagon carries, 
tucked away in a-secret place, is pure gold 
or silver and always hand-wrought. The 
women’s money belts, long enough to be 
worn like a cord, are frequently old pieces 
which are worthy of a collector’s enthusi- 
asm. And in little velvet bags of their 
own, last of all, there are often rare "talcho 
bars’; that is, true stones, flawless dia- 
monds, sometimes set in rings—never in 
gold, but in dead silver, which accentuates 
the cold rays—and sometimes strung on a 
ellver wire, with silver pins. at each end— 
crowns for weddings or for the rare musi- 
cal festival. 

“I was never able to get any Romany to 
discuss the monetary value of such things. 
This or that diamond would be praised for

It may be asked why do not “health 
boards,” tbat are quick to quarantine 
chicken pox and persecute worthy drugless 
healers, forbid such practices? I am told 
that the State authorities not only per- 
mitted but recommended the copper sul- 
phate treatment, just as State and Federal 


authorities have permitted the use of con-’* 


per for drying olives, and of boric acid 
for preserving vegetables. 

It is not appetizing or wholesome to 
eat vegetables when the roots have been 
steeped in sewage, and the leaves sprinkled 
with mineral poison. 

Unless you grow your own vegetables, or 
know where and how they have beén 
grown, wash them thoroughly in hot water, 
followed by cold, especially those that are 
eaten raw. 

Finally, to jee growers I say: Diseases 
attack plants, as they attack human beings, 
as a result of wrong feeding. If plants and 
trees were not fertilized with animal ex- 
crement, they would rarely be subject to 
disease, and there would be po need to use 
poisonous sprays

ing the late war; and it is safe to say that 
the place it has won will be maintained 
and held for all future time. 


Before this country was thrown into the 


great conflict the Signal Corps of the 
United States Army worked with its wire 
less and telephones and other methods of 
communication and brought them all to 
such a state of perfection that it was con- 
sidered beyond a doubt that communication 
between troops in the field could be main- 
tained at all times. The pigeon was not 
given much attention and this country was 
far behind our European allies in its de- 


‘velopment. But when our divisions went 


into action and pressed ahead so far that 
they became separated from their base, 
end the wireless didn’t work and the tele 
phone wires were cut in a hundred pieces, 
then it was that the pigeon came into his 
own; and today the officers of the army 
concede that our fcathered messengers are 
more reliable than the radio or telephone 
and the War Department is taking steps 
to give the homer pigeon a big place in the 
work of the Signal Corps. 

The pigeon used tn the military service 
is a bird that has been bred from the Owl, 
Antwerp, Cumulet and Old English Carrier 
pigeons. It is a very powerful bird and 
possesses great vitality. This may be ap- 
preciated from the records of two of them 
that served on the French front. One 
known a8 President Wilson was attached 
to the Tank Corps on the Meuse-Argonne 
Sector. On the morning of November 5, 
1918, through heavy rain and fog, with one 
leg shot off, this bird arrived at his loft 
with an important message. This was his 
second flight on this front and he made 
over twenty miles in about twenty-one 
minutes. The other one known as The 
Mocker homed in from ’the Beaumont 
front on the morning of September 12, 
1918, with his eye shot out and his head 
clotted with blood;. carrying important 
messages giving the location of enemy ar 
tillery which was doing terrible execution 
among the advancing American troops. 
This information enabled the American ar- 
tillerymen to silence the enemy's guns 
within twenty minutes. Such work as this 
proved beyond a doubt the value of pigeons 
as a means of communication and the War 
Department has decided to develop them 
to a high standard of efficiency. 

It is intended to maintain a permanent 
pigeon corps of about thirty lofts in the 
Regular Army. One will be located at West 
Point, where future officers. will be trained 
in the habits and care of the birds. A 
breeding loft and school for enlisted men 
will be established at Little Sliver, N. J., 
and also at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., besides 
many smaller ones at various points along 
the Mexican border where pigeons are 
used extensively by the patrols while on 
outpost duty. It is also intended to have 
a breeding loft amd school for enlisted 
men in Southern California and Lieut. Ray

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OUR FEATHERED HEROES.

cold watcr. \\heat is not considered good 
pigeon feed. 

When not jocsed In a permanent loft the 
pigeons are kept In a mobile loft which is 
built on rubber tired wheels and hauled 
like a trailer. They are not moved any 
more often than necessary and never while 
any bird is in flight. After leaving a loca- 
tion the ground is carefully camouflaged 
so that the birds will not recognize it again. 
When a pigeon returrs to his loft he en- 
ters through a trap door which rings a bell 
and notifies the men tn charge that «@ 
pigeon has come home. The message is 
carried in an aluminum capsule which fs 
clamped to the foot and three sheets of 
paper two by three tnches square can be 
rolied up and put in the capsule at one 
time. 

Pigeons are used extensively by pilots of 
balloons and airplenes and are the only 
reliable means they have of communicating 
with their home stations while in fight 
They have been used by airplane forest pa- 
trols in reporting forest fires and the pa 
trol on the Mexican border has come to 
consider the homer pigeon as an absolute 
necessity. 

A visit to the pigeon loft at the Arcadia 
Balloon School near Los Angeles will give 
one a fair idea of the usefulness of these 
faithful birds. While the loft maintained 
at this post is not large and is only used in 
connection with the Balloon School, it is 
nevertheless a most perfect demonstration 
of the work that is being carried on by the 
Pigeon Section, Signal Corps, United States 
Army. Lieut. Harold E. Weeks, air service, 
is In charge while Sergt. C. A. Leete, who 
served in France and handled pigeons 
throughout the war on the west front, is 
responsible for the training and care of 
the birds. 

There is no doubt that this new branch 
of the military service offers great induce 
ments to young men who are interested in 
pigeons and would like to learn this proper 
care and handling. To become a pigeon 
fancier and to understand their breeding 
and raising is of untold value to those who 
intend to make a business of it; and no 
better school could be found than that of 
the Army where one has unlimited opportu 
nities to study every detail of the work. 
The only qualification necessary fs a good 
grammar school education and a natural 
liking for birds and animals. A man must 
possess a love for the work and must be 
patient and kind, as the homer pigeon 
above all things requires gentle treatment. 
With the advent of our new democratic 
peace time army, where education is one of 
the leading features of a man's enlistment, 
no better place can be found to study a real 
useful occupation than the Pigeon Section 
of the Signal Corps, and no better teachers 
can be found than the men who are at the 

time breeding and training the 
little feathered messengers who will strain 
every nerve and risk their lives in the 
service of Uncle Sam.

mere bratrless repetitions of the thoughts 
of other men: and so by a backhanded stroke 
we diemies all the wonders of the talk of 
birds as thoughtied®, or as we are pleased to 
call them “miere” repetitions. 

Are wé sure that the talk of birds is so 
very different from the talk of men? I main- 
tain we are not, and that if we teach a bird 
intelligently, it will, in response, manifest 
a very definite intelligence. If we pause for 
a moment to think of the fathomless gap be- 
tween the spoken and the repeated word, we 
will see that in dismissing the imitative 
repetition of human language as something, 
on the face of it, trifiing ahd simple, we are 
only exposing our own ignorance. In the 
first place we must understand that when 
either we or birds repeat a spoken word, the 
word repeated only exists for us, in Mem- 
ory. How it exists and persists in mem- 
ory is still an «wnsolved mystery. Then 
comes the wish—the effort of the will—to 
repeat aloud a memory, and the realization 
of this wish by means.of the instinctive 
contraction of many co-ordinated muscles, 
in the chest, the larynx, and the mouth, re- 
sulting in the emission of the destred 
sound. And finally there is the recogni- 
tion, beth by man and bird, of the sound 
produced as the desired word; showing & 
power of comparing two sound memories 
and judging as to their likeness.

ND I suppose you met Mons. 

Simoulin 
Anybody who visited the his- 
toric town of X— in French 
Fianders was sure sooner or later to be 
asked that question. 

The traveler might know the ancient ca- 
thedral of the city from spire to crypt; he 
might have visited, guide book in hand, all 
the churches and convents dating from the 
Spanish occupation; he might have studied 
all the quaint facades of bourgeois houses 
belonging to later Flemish periods. But he 
was credited with knowing nothing unless 
he had met the director of the Library- 
Museum, whom some people called “Mons. 
Simoulin,” as though no other description 
were necessary, while others referred to 
him respectfully, though still more tersely, 
as “our poet.” ) 

The most famous curiosity in the historic 
town of X— was undoubtedly “Mons. 
Simoulin our poet.” On this every one 
agreed, not omitting the three newspapers 
of the opposing political parties in the 
town, which could agree on nothing else. 

Nevertheless, among the numerous land 
marks in X— no one could point to the birth- 
place of “our poet.” The great Mons 
Simoulin was a southerner, a meridional, 
from the country. of olive groves and 
August crickets; though he had come when 
quite young to X—, to take charge of the 
brary that was being established there. 
At X—, moreover, he had married and 
raised a family; and the good people of the 
town were quite willing to forget his for- 
eign origin in view of the unquestioned 
glory he brought to their parish. 

Betimable but unlettered citizens for the 
most part, but notables of the town, en- 
riched in the manufacture of beer and 
Fiemish breakfast rolls, had noticed simply 
that their museum had been filled, during 
Simoulin's regency, with historic objects 
that bore splendid testimony to the past 
eminence of X—; and as for “our poet,” he 
could talk most impressively of bishops, 
knights, and burgomasters who had figured 
in the ancestry of many commonplace shop- 
keepers in the city 

In addition to ali that Mons. Simoulin 
was a man who looked the part. “That is 
just what a great man should look like,” 
every one averred on seeing his long white 
beard and flashing eyes, under a head of 
snowy hair that had the venerableness of 
While on 
his feet. Mons. Simoulin lost, to be sure, 
something of his majesty. He was a trifie 
short in stature, and there was a sugges- 
tion of nervousness, uneasiness, In his car- 
riage. But there, behind his desk in the 
museum “study,” in spite of the wrinkles 
on his face and the dusty yellow of his com 
plexion, he could have passed for the Lord 
of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob. 

Whenever Mons. Simoulin talked—and 
that was whenever there was any one to 
listen—his words had the prestige of a per- 
sonal intimacy with greatness. All the 
foremost celebrities of the last ffty 
years had been close friends of the won- 
derful man. He always mentioned Victor 
Hugo and Gambetta by their first names. 
During Gambetta’s political, campaigns 
against the Royalists; Mons. Simoulin had 
had, undoubtedly some connection with the 
great republican tribune. As for the at- 
thor of “Les Miserables,” the truth was 
that Mons. Simoulin hed seen him only 
once. He had gone with a committee of re- 
publican students to carry a greeting to 
the great Hugo while the latter was in 
exile in Guernsey. But such deficiencies 
counted little with Mons. Simoulin’s admir- 
ers. They continued to repeat, with 
solemn, unquestioning awe, that “Victor 
Hugo was a dear friend of our poet.” 

From Zola, Daudet and other more recent 
glories of France, Mons. Simoulin could 
show letters, “My dear Simoulin.” They 
were brief notes colored with that forced 
fraternal intimacy which successfu] -men, 
out of homesick fondness for the days of 
their youth, feel called upon to write, some- 
times, to boyhood acquaintances who have 
fallen behind in the rush toward fame. But 
such subtleties escaped the idolators of the 
great librarian. The local papers would 
publish one of these letters from time to 
time in the column devoted to historic curt- 
osities. And the neighbrs of “our poet” 
would say: “Mons. Simoulin would have 
been one of the greatest writers of the age

had he stuck to Paris. His was, by rights, 
the glory that others with less talent than 
he are now enjoying. But he sacrificed 
himself. He preferred to live with us!” 
And the people if X— did their best to 


reward the racrifice. The town counci] Ms- a Mar. 


tened to his recommendations as to voices 
from on high. When the city treasury was 
enipty there was still money enough to 
cover any improvements in the museum 
that Mons. Simoulin desired. Undersecre- 
taries passing through the prefecture al- 
ways paid hint a visit, and a president of 
the republic, in a speech from the train 
during & five minute stop at the station of 
X—, had referred to him as one of the “dis- 
tinguished men of the regioh.” After that 
he had had no difficulty in marrying of 
his sons to daughters of rich manufactur 
ers in the town, who formerly had accepted 
only sons-intlaw with money. 


Mons. Simoulin was the most famous 
orator of the county. When the newspapers 
wanted to be sure of a crowd at some pub- 
lic meeting their advertisements would 
carry the feature: “Mons. Simvulin will 
speak.” He was, in fact, master of the 
ringing patriotic sentences, and deft, as 
well, with the “ode of greeting.” To an- 
nounce am after dinmer fantasy by “our 
great poet” was to be sure that every 
seat at the banquet table would be occu- 
pied. 

However, it was during his forenoons at 
the library that Mons. Simovlin held virtual 
court. Around him crowded there all the 
ambitions literary aspirants of the country- 
side to seek advice and encouragement 
from the famous “master.” He would wel- 
come every one with affectionate familiar- 
ity, though it was difficult for him to dwell 
long on @ visitor's troubles. “As my old 
friend Hugo used to say—" and he would 
be off on anecdotes of his own experience 
with great men of letters. 

Evenings Mons. Simoulin devoted to his 
more solid and serious friends. .Admira- 
tion for his learning had finally brought a 
number of retired merchants-and officials 
in X— to give up collecting saddles or 
trading horses and devote themselves to 
the genealogy and archaeology of the jo 
cality. 

The favorite pupil of Mons. Simoulin, in 
these latter gatherings, was the retired 
“Commandant” Pierrefonds, a veteran of 
campaigns in Africa and China, and one of 
the formidable personages in X—. Pierre- 
fonds was a man of few words but en 
phatic. He had preserved, from army days, 
the habit of intolerance toward any trifling 
with his Gignity. Famous for his bad tem- 
per, which he vented in menacing geetures 
and words that snarled from under a stiff 
reddish gray mustache, “Commandant 
Pierrefonds, Retired,” was an object of ave 
to every one—every one except Mons. Si!- 
moulin, who ventured to jest, occasionally 
with the terrible soldier. 


The admiration that Commandant Pilerre 
fonds paid to Mons. Simoulin amounted al- 
most to worship. The commandant, who was 
a bachelor, had lived, since his withdrawal 
from active gervice on account of fl) health, 
in a modest house on the outskirts of the 
town. His only companions there were an 
aged housekeeper and a collection of rare 
coins. And, in fact, now that all hope of 
military renown had vanished, it was to 
the science of numismatics that the soldier 
was devoting his declining years. That is 
why no human greatness seemed to him 
comparable with that of the antiquarian Si- 
moulin. Pierrefond’s sole remaining aspira- 
tion was to be the greatest of that great 
man’s pupils, the first of the “Simoulin 
school.” He followed the “master” every- 
where, and those who envied him this in- 
timacy finished by dubbing him “the poet's 
bulldog.” 

But this “bulldog” differed from other 
dogs in that he recognized some defects in 
the human being he had chosen to call God. 
Pierrefonds, with a soldier’s regard for the 
point of honor, considered falsehood as the 
direst of all sins. He could not remember 
having told a We once in his whole life- 
time: and he could imagine himself dying 
rather than consenting to depart one iota 
from the truth. Whereas the “master—”"

Of course not! Mons. Simoulig was not 
The Har lies with an end in view. 
He lies either to gain a point himself or to 
checkmate some one else. In this sense 
Mens. Simoulin never jied. 

Mons. Simoulin, in the lest analysis, sim- 
ply did not know the meaning of the word 
“truth.” He was in’ the habit of avoiding 
My Lady Truth whenever. he chanced to 
meet that damsel. .if he were taken by 
the hand and introduced to her, he would 
lower his eyes or look the other way. 
Truth, at any rate, he always saw some- 
what differently from anybody elec. Things 
had to be, not as they were, but as he 
chose to have them, and when he saw any- 
thing happen and then told about it, he 
made up a story that sounded well, whether 
it corresponded to reality or not. 

Mons. Simoulin’s lies, if Hes such may 
be called, took the form invariably of* exag- 
geration or understatement. At one mo 
ment his home town of X— would be a 
greater city than New York or London. 
Then again & would be the most miserable 
hole this side of Squeedunk. So people 
were either gods or demons. There was no 
middle ground anywhere, whether he was 
speaking of people or of things. To put the 
situation as one of his pupils, a former 
judge, put ft: “The master had the defect 
of many great men—he had a lunatic in 
the house.” 

“Yea, s A lunatic in the house;” and 
the judg@ wold look up expectantly to see 
if any of his hearers had caught the allu- 
sion. For that was what the philosopher 
Malebranche had called the human imagt- 
nation. 


The lunatic—a feminine lunatic, it was, 
in the French of Malebranche—the lunatic 
that inhabited Mons. Simovlin’s “upper 
story,” was not always awake. At times 
“our poet” would talk as reasonably and ac 
curately as a baker in X-—-would weigh his 
rolis. At other times the lunatic would be 
running amuck in the wildest fashion. The 
lilus(rious librarian would seem to be living 
in a world apart, seeing things that nobody 
else could see, and’ saying things that 
would have been called whoppers in the 
mouth of anybody but a recognized cenius. 
Commandant Pterrefonds had enovgh “lit. 
erature” in his training to appreciate the 
atfenuations that might be pleaded in be- 
balf of his master’s shortcomings toward 
the truth. “Just read Balzac,” he would 
say. “Do you suppose one of these stories 
he tells was true’ Not a bit of it! Lies, 
all lies! Wel) that’s the way with the mas- 
ter. Geniuses are all Wke that!” 


When the Great War broke out, Mons. 
Simoulin’s glory reached its apogee. That 


* historic August was the busiest time “our 


poet” had seen in his long sedentary life. 
He w down to the station to bid every 
train Of troops goodby, Every evening he 
would walk up to the band stand in X— 
and appear in the front line of the citizens 
crowding around to sing the Marselllaise. 
At the sight of his flourish of white wavy 
hair the multitude would interrupt its 
song! “Speech! Speech! Mons. Simoulin 
is here! A speech from the master.” “Our 
poet” would mount the dais of the conduc 
tor to the applause of the people and amid 
the waving of flags: and soon women and 
men would be sobbing in pathos or cheer- 
ing with intoxication. according as the mas- 
terly dispenser of patriotic thrills had 
chosen. 

At times Mons. Simoulin would stand on 
the platform silently, with arms folded. like 
a Napoleon surveying a field of victory. At 
others he would rant and rave like a Dan- 
ton inveighing against the enemies of the 
country, The great heroes of France 
passed by in review in the orator’s imagina- 
tive picturing, and with’ each one of them 
Mons. Simoulin seemed to identify himself. 
Swelling with the pride of greatness, he 
would prophesy victory with the assurance 
of the strategist or the conviction of the 
saint. No one could surpass him in de- 
scribing the horror to which Belgium and 
France were being subjected by the unjust 
aggressiono of the Germans. 

So «Ahings went on for two or three 
weeks. Afid even then Mons. Simoulin did

Pierrefonds had felt all his warlike past 
come back upon him with the outbreak of 
hostilities. Declared ineligible for active 
service on account of failing health, he had 
nevertheless been appointed to a _ perfunc- 
tory position in the military administration 
of A—. 

“Here I shall stay,” he added, “till the 
ministry orders me to beat a retreat.”

“Our poet” came to know all the tor- 
rents of hunger and inaction; but the 
worst torture came from the loss of his 
local prestige. “The lunatic in the house” 
disported itself to no avail. Whenever 
Mons. Simoulin would meet a number of 
his miserable comrades in servitude, he 
would try to reassure them: “It will soon 
be over. T have just received excellent 
news, direct from Joffre. Our army will be 
back here in a few days.” But that re- 
course soon failed him. His cheering “em- 
broideries” soon lost their color even in his 
own eyes, and eventually the “lunatic in 
the house” fell back into a deep sleep that 
resembled death. Even Mons. Sitmoulin 
tired of hearing himself talk.

Commandant Pierrefonds, 
his numismatic avocation, shared in “the 
privilege. Four years had passed for the 
pair, and wearily enough, to be sure, but 
endurably. And now Mons. Simoulin and 
his “bulldog” were coming home. 

The town council voted a public holiday 

welcome “our poet” on his return from 
captivity. Why not, in fact? Had not this 
distinguished citizen added to the laurels 
of literature the halo of herdisam? When 
others had fled ‘efore the invader, he had 
stood conrageously at his post, and the 
giory erc'reling his venerable head was of 
such radiance that the ferocious enemy 
himself had been moved to respect, accord- 
ing him privileges denied to his other com- 
rades in exile. 

The roof threatened to leap off the sta- 
tion at X— when Mons. Simoulin stepped 
down from the train. An immense burst of 
applause greeted his arrival. Women 
dressed in black forgot their personal <or- 
rows in the public joy of the great man's 
return. “But how he has aged!" The 
flourish, indeed, may have departed from 
Mons. Simoulin’s wavy white hair. But 
otherwise there was little change in him. 
He had the old excitable enthusiasm, the 
old nervousness, the old lyric eloquence 
which caused the town to thrill as under a 
first balmy zephyr of the Spring of Peace 

A yard or two behind 
came, as usual, his “bulldog.” the Com- 
mandant Pierrefonds, Retired. The  sol- 
dier’s features had the same cast of con- 
centrated sourness as before. One had to 
look very closely to detect an expression of 
deeper melancholy in his eyes. The (Ger- 
mans had confiscated his collection of an- 
cient coins. Nothing but the housekeeper 
was left to cheer his solitary bachelor’s 
home. What could a fellow do after such 
a loss? “You can’t start a new collection 
at my age!" By force of habit, more than 
anything else, he/ dogged along in “our 
poet’s” footsteps. The crowd was escort: 
ing Mons. Simoulin to the baleony of: the 
Hotel de Ville, and nobody paid any atten- 
tion to the Commandant Pierrefonds. 

Mons. Simoulin spoke that day in his 
very best manner. Years will pass before 
the memory of his “oration on the occasion 
of return from exile” vanishes from the 
historic town of X—. What tears! What 
cheers! The poet described the martyrdom 
of the city, the sufferings of its sons and 
danghters, the agony of those who had died 
far away on hostile ground. But eventu- 
ally he came to touch, with his well known 
modesty and reserve, on his own personal 
part in the epic of X—. 

“Honor me not,” he protested disparag- 
ingly. “What have I done? My duty, per- 
haps, as you all, we all, have done. Haughty 
and unconcerned we faced the invader, 
heroes conscious that the heroism of sacri- 
fice is nobler, aye, a thousand times nobler, 
than the heroism of victory. 4

“But may I, in closing, just relate one in- 
cident which will serve you as evidence of 
the heights that human heroism can attain 
when, strong in the conviction of a just 
cause, it fears neither torment nor death. 
I should refrain from mentioning this inci- 
dent, were I alone the chief actor in it. 
But @ man, now standing near me, had his 
glorious part therein. and it would be a 
crying shame to deprive him of that por- 
tion of the glory which belowgs to him.” 

Mons. Simoulin went on to describe the 
departure of the deportees from X—. 
“I and the Commandant Pierrefonds, re 
tired, when in the front line. We had de 
cided to die rather than endure the shame 
of such treatment. So. as we passed ip 


front of the German tyrant, we em>raced ~ 


each other, and then facing our captor we 
shouted in his face: ‘Down with the Kal- 
ser! Death to the invader.’ 

Commandant Pierrefonds started with 
surprise and then je flushed in indignation. 
His reddish-gray mustache began to writhe 
about his lips as though it were bending 
under the pressure of an avalanche of pent- 
up curses. 

But the speaker had given way to the 
suggestion of his own words. Mons. Simou- 
lim had embraced the commandant, scow!l- 
ingly affronting the imaginary foe, and pic 


, turing on his face the heroic resignation of 


* man offering himself to the executioner. 
Hesides, not even the commandant'’s oaths 
would have been audible in the roar of ap- 


preciation that ascended from the multi- 
tude. 


The lunatic in the librarian’s house had 
come to life again, and was up to her old 
tricks. Mons. Simoulin was again “em- 
broidering.” 

The commandant swept the embracing 
arms aside. He bent his head in shame. 
For the first time in his life he was allow 
ing a lie to go unchallenged. Nevertheless, 
there was a touch of pleasure in his disap- 
pointment. Never before had even half a 
public ovation fallen to his lot. 


And two more years went by. 


By that time the heroic act of Mons, Si- ~ 


moulin had produced an echo as far away 
as Paris. His famous cry in the face of 
the German army had become national 
property. As for the city of X—, “our poet” 
had now been rechristened “our bero.” 
Whenever Mons. Simoulin appeared before 
a crowd, the shout would rise: “Down with 
the Kaiser! Death to the invader!" The 
children would leave school with that cheer 
upon their lips, and in passing the white 
hatred old man, they would take off their 
hats as though they were saluting the flag 


ef the republic. 


Meanwhile Commandant Pierrefonds was 
living in a dream. He was beginning to 
wonder whether the lunatic were not liv- 
ing now in his own house, so absurd and 
Impossible did the situation seem. How- 
ever, the “monesfer” had really mentioned 
him in the famous speech, and a part of the 
applause had risen to the Commandant 
Pierrefonds. And he was proud ar he 
thought of that. As for the poet's “en 
broidery,” that was only another case the 
commandant reflected, of Mons. Simoulin’s 
Inability to remember things as they were. 

But people seemed to have sorgotten the 
poor soldier in spite of everything. The 
picture of Commandant Pierrefonds em- 
braced by Mons. Simovlin was becoming 
dim in the public mind: for mad do not 
like divided glory. They want a single, an 
individual hero, some one they can isolate 
and stage. That was why Pierrefonds was 
never mentioned in connection with Mons. 
Stmoulin's herole cry. And eventually 
Mons. Simoulin himself forget that detail 
of the embrace. The “lunatic in the house” 
diverted his attention to his own heroic pose 
as he raised his right hand in the face of 
the German officer and delivered the cour- 
ageous, insulting words. In that pose 
Mons. Simoulin could see himself eternal- 
ized im bronze in the square of X—., as 
future generations would return in grateful 
remembrance to the episode. Meanwhile, 
the librarian was elaborating the story with 
more and more numerots details. No 
longer was it felegated to the end of his 
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
